Unless you're a Trojan, you probably hope some 
NFL team dangles a monstrous enough carrot (Brinks 
truck full of cash, team ownership, full control 
whatever) that finally lures away the King of L.A. 

Because if Pete Carroll stays at Southern Cal- 
ifornia for much longer, the annual race to the BCS 
championship game is going to become a yearly chase “to see who gets 
to play SC.” 

He has the best gig going in college football, with five consecutive 
Pac-10 titles, three Heismans, two national titles (and one shoestring tack- 
le of Vince Young from a third). 

In what amounted to a rebuilding year, USC last season won 
11 games, humbled Michigan in the Rose Bowl, and probably was a tipped 
pass away from yet another national title shot. 

This is not a rebuilding year for the Trojans. This is a year in which 
they are the only reasonable choice for No. 1. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The defense is fast enough to inflict whiplash 
and windburn. The linebackers are a Top 5 group nationally —and we're 
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just talking about USC's second team. The starting defense has about seven 
potential All-Americans, including all three linebackers and defensive 
tackle Sedrick Ellis. 

The offense has enough Parade All-American running backs to 

.. Well, hold a parade. When USC hits the field for fall practice, seven 
(!) ex-Parade All-Americans will line up to take carries. Say this about 
these guys: they're not afraid of competition. 

THE BAD NEWS: Everybody is gunning for the Trojans, and there 
is plenty of potential payback out there in games at Nebraska and Cal, 
and, we suppose, ata rebuilding Notre Dame. QB John David Booty can't 
have key late-game passes batted down anymore. He will be working 
with two new starting receivers. 

UCLA was emboldened by last season's victory against USC and 
will be waiting to trip up the Trojans once again. 

R CALL: That Rose Bowl win over the Wolverines, combined 
with 10 returning starters on defense and an embarrassing abundance 
of talent of offense, makes it perfectly clear: This USC edition is the real 
deal

Who needs a QB? Bengals have everything else 
What we usually like to see in a national title con- 
tender is a great defensive line (Glenn Dorsey, Tyson 
Jackson, check, check) and a talented, experienced quarterback. OK, then 
.» We'll make an exception. The Tigers’ QB situation has to be taken with 
abit of faith, although LSU has the moving parts to make it work — either 
steady senior Matt Flynn or sophomore Ryan Perilloux, who is a mighty 
fine, mighty fast moving part. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The Tigers have their pick of running backs and 
playmakers at receiver, such as Early Doucet and Brandon LaFell. Who- 
ever gets past the defensive line will be wiped out by head-hunting line- 
backers. No drop-off is expected from a defense that ranked third in the 
nation. 

THE BAD NEWS: The optimism can be tempered, albeit not coun- 
tered, with the loss of three very important people — quarterback JaMar- 
cus Russell, free safety LaRon Landry and offensive coordinator Jimbo 
Fisher. Nick Saban is waiting to wreck things on Nov. 3 when LSU goes 
to Alabama. 

0 ALL: The SEC, while deep as usual, has a more manageable 
field of elite teams this year, and LSU's league schedule is favorable. All 
roads lead right back “home” — in New Orleans for the BCS champi- 
‘onship game. 


3. MICHIGAN 


Stars are back, will title follow? 

A year after Ohio State dominated the Big Ten, it's 

Michigan's conference to lose this time. Don'texpect 
Lloyd Carr to blow it. Despite his critics, only a handful of his peers are 
more consistent. Even fewer have the offensive firepower Michigan pos- 
sesses this season. Still, you wonder if this won't be like last season with 
an SEC team edging out the Wolverines for the second spot in the BCS 
title game. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Offensive tackle Jake Long, quarterback Chad 
Henne and running back Mike Hart all decided to return instead of chas- 
ing mega-bucks in the NFL. That means Carr will be able to pound oppo- 
ents into submission, at least with his offense. 

THE BAD NEWS: One of the (seemingly) all-time Michigan defens- 
es went bust against Ohio State and USC. Carr must replace four All-Big 
Ten performers — Alan Branch, Leon Hall, David Harris and LaMarr Wood- 
ley. A trip to Wisconsin looms large. As always, Ohio State looms larger. 

Was it foreshadowing that the previously great defense 
gave up a combined 74 points in the last two games? We say yes. The Wolver- 
ines will win a watered down Big Ten, but will get tripped up somewhere. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


More than just a trendy pick nowadays 

Nobody doubts West Virginia anymore. The BCS is 
Not a strange and distant land for the Mountaineers. 
And how’s this for acting like one of the big boys: Rich Rodriguez turned 
down Ala-freakin'-Bama to stay in Morgantown. Of course he did. He has 
a better team. With seven returning starters on both sides of the line, West 


Virginia is aiming for its third consecutive 11-win season ... or better. 
THE GOOD NEWS: If OB Pat White, last season’s Big East Offen- 
sive Player of the Year, doesn't make a strong run at the Heisman, RB Steve 
Slaton could. The offense will be a disappointment if it doesn’t average 
40 points a game. The biggest one is at home — Louisville on Nov. 8. 
THE BAD NEWS: Something went awry with the 3-3-5 defense in 
the second half of the season, as the Mountaineers allowed 32 points per 
game. The secondary and the pass rush must improve. White and Slaton 
take a lot of hits; an injury to either would be devastating 
{ts no longer trendy, or gutsy, or laughable, to pick West 
Virginia asa prime contender for the national title. With White and Slaton 
both juniors, this is another go-for-it season. 
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“Gotta do it ek in, week out 


The Horns have won at least 10 games in six con- 

secutive seasons. They're loaded again and are the 
perfectly logical, perfectly reasonable choice to win the Big 12. It's just 
‘a matter of Texas showing up week after week. Last year’s losses to Kansas 
State and Texas A&M cost the Longhorns the conference title. Hmmm. 
What did we say about showing up every week? Five of the last seven this 
season are away from home, so the traps are set. 

THE GOOD NEWS: OB Colt McCoy looks like a top Heisman con- 
tender with a bigger body and more experience. Midway through last sea- 
son, he arguably was the best player in the country. The offense will fly 
with McCoy, WR Limas Sweed, RB Jamaal Charles, etc. 

THE BAD NEWS: The secondary was one of the bigger conun- 
drums of the season. Aaron Ross won the Thorpe Award. Michael Griffin 
and Tarell Brown were considered NFL talents. Yet, this unit finished near 
the bottom in pass defense and was frequently toast. How will it be 
stronger? 

OUR CALL: The Horns reload and should be hungry. An Alamo 
Bowl appearance just won't cut it most years. Texas has the goods to 
reach late November with all the big prizes still in play.

No easy road this time, but they don’t need it 
w ~ The Badgers’ argument that their 12-1 season should 
have earned them a BCS bowl last season fails to 
Mention that they didn’t beat Michigan when they had the chance, and 
they didn’t beat many other teams of consequence. The Badgers beat two 
teams with winning records during the regular season. No more excus- 
es —and no more free passes, as the ‘06 schedule of cream puffs morphs 
into dates at Ohio State and Penn State and a home game against Michi- 
gan. Whatever the Badgers get this season, they will earn. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Yes, Bret Bielema is that good ... Yes, it 
doesn't matter that neither you nor Bielema knows who the starting quar- 
terback will be (that rarely matters in Madison) ... Yes, P.J. Hill will carry 
the load and become the next great Badgers tailback. 

THE BAD NEWS: The left tackle won't be able to carry the offense 
again. Outland Trophy winner Joe Thomas is gone. Sophomore Jake 
Bscherer (6-7, 297) and redshirt freshman Gabe Carimi (6-8, 292) will 
try. 

OUR CALL: It's been a /oooong wait for the Badgers. Eight years, to 
be exact, since the last Rose Bowl. It'll be a long wait this season, too. The 
key games — at Ohio State, home vs. Michigan — come in November.

About time to get back to a BCS game 

Tennessee, national champion way back in 1998, 

hasn't been back to a BCS bowl game since 1999,

Parents com- 
plained about their sons’ playing time. Star recruits Damian Williams and 
Mitch Mustain bolted after one year. So, too, did their ex-high school 
coach and Hogs offensive coordinator Gus Malzahn. Nutt had to answer 
for cell-phone records released on the Internet. But at the end of the day, 
he still has the best player in America — Darren McFadden. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Who knows when a talent like McFadden will 
come through Fayetteville again, and Nutt intends to squeeze all the pro- 
duction he can from the junior. RB Felix Jones is the best No. 2 running 
back in the nation. Southern California (120 points in past two seasons 
vs. Hogs) is off the schedule. 

THE BAD NEWS: Given the offseason turmoil and the retirement 
of athletic director Frank Broyles, Nutt can't afford to have a season that 
falls short of expectations. He'll have to navigate the SEC with a defense 
that lost two early to the NFL and returns only four starters. 

OUR CALL: The non-conference schedule is embarrassingly sim- 
ple, setting up what should be at least a nine-win regular season. With McFad- 
den, something even a little better is possible, although wrestling the West 
away from LSU might be too tough.

While TCU has spent most of the decade knocking 

loudly, the BCS door was eventually kicked in, first 
by Utah and then more spectacularly by Boise State, This time, the Horned 
Frogs could finally be the ones busting up the joint. Gary Patterson's teams 
have won at least 10 games in four of the past five seasons, and reach- 
ing double-digit victories will be the least expectation for what should be 
the most major of the mid-majors. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Nine starters return from one of the nation’s 
stingiest defenses, and DE Tommy Blake will make a run for All-America 
honors.

Brown. 
THE BAD NEWS: In the manly world of SEC football, having six 
new starters on the defensive front seven is no way to win the league. 
Neither is this: The projected starters on the offensive line include a true 
freshman, a redshirt freshman and a junior college transfer. 

OUR CALL: Mark Richt has brought in six consecutive 
Top 10 recruiting classes, so it's not like he’s putting fish food (ahem, 
Gator bait) out the field, no matter how young.

A quarter century after Bear ... 
... has Bama finally found a worthy replacement?

With the words, “There comes a time in every profession when you need to hang it up and that time has 
come for me,” Paul W. Bryant ended his 25 years as the head football coach of the Alabama Crimson Tide. 

On that rainy moming of December 15, 1982, the couple of hundred people gathered in the meeting room on 
the second floor of the Alabama athletic complex knew they were seeing the end of an era — an era of greatness. 

“This is my school ... my alma mater ... and I love it,” Bryant said with deep conviction. 

“T love the players, but in my opinion, they deserve better coaching than they've been getting from me 
this year and my stepping down is an effort to see that they get better coaching from someone else.” 

In the 25 years since, that hasn't happened. 

Those watching the legendary coach step down that day didn’t realize they were also sitting in on the begin- 
ning of what would ultimately be the darkest era in University of Alabama football history. 

In the previous 25 years before that day, Alabama won 13 SEC championships, six national championships, 
232 football games against 46 losses, and had 12 Top Five finishes ... with one football coach. 

In the 24 years since that day, Alabama has gone through two NCAA probations, won three SEC champi- 
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onships, one national championship, 
and experienced just three top five 
finishes ... with seven football coaches 
(plus an interim). 

Over that time, the Crimson Tide 
won 180 football games and lost 105. 
In the process, Alabama has gone 

from being one of the most highly 
respected, elite college football pro- 
grams in the country to a run-of-the- 
mill team sloshing around the middle 
of the SEC West. In the process, its 
head-coaching job became the butt of 
jokes nationally. 


Let's see here ... 

© Two Alabama coaches were dis- 
missed in shame for off-the-field 
improprieties; 

© Two stepped down the coaching lad- 
der to bottom-feeding jobs (one in 
the NFL and one in the conference); 

© One skipped town rather than face 
the NCAA storm; 

© One was dismissed because of stub- 
bornness; 

* One got fed up and told the school 
to stick it (he was the best one 
to date). 


Being an Alabama fan over the past 
24 years has been tough. 

When Bryant passed the torch to his 
handpicked successor, Ray Perkins, 
there was reason to believe not much 
would change. Perkins had played for 
Bryant, had been one of Bryant's 
favorite players, and had made a posi- 
tive impression as a head coach in the 
NFL with the New York Giants before 
returning to his alma mater. 

But things did change, 

Six weeks after Bryant retired, he 
passed away. Suddenly Perkins became 
not only the head coach but the athlet- 
ic director as well. Perkins was every- 
thing Bryant was not. Perkins was cold 
and aloof to fans and media, but more 
importantly, he appeared cold and aloof 
to the things Bryant had built. 

The most obvious sign — and per- 
haps the biggest mistake Perkins made 
— that things had changed came when 
the 1983 Crimson Tide hit the practice 
field. Bryant’s tower was gone, The 
image of Bryant climbing those winding 
steps to the tower platform and peering 
out over the practice field was dear to 
the heart of every Alabama fan. But in 
the fall of 1983 the tower was nowhere 
to be found. 

Perkins had it torn down and stored 
in a far corner of the athletic complex. 
Maybe Perkins just didn’t like heights 
and figured it was a waste of space, but 
Alabama fans took it as Perkins trying 
to get rid of every sign of Bryant. 

Perkins did put his stamp on the 
Alabama program, though. He brought 
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back something Alabama had not 
endured since before Bryant — 
a losing season. 

Perkins went 5-6 in his second sea- 
son, snapping Alabama's streak of win- 
ning seasons at 26. After four years, 
Perkins took big bucks to take over the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers in the NFL ... 
and soon faded into coaching obscurity. 

Next came the embarrassing three- 
year coaching tenure of Bill Curry, 
years that were highlighted by a 
homecoming loss to Ole Miss in which 
Alabama failed to complete a pass; the 
hurricane game in which Curry refused 
to take his team to play Texas A&M 
because Hurricane Gilbert was sched- 
uled to hit Mexico's Yucatan Peninsula 
800 miles away (which would be like 
canceling a game in Tuscaloosa if a 
hurricane was about to hit Miami); 
and a first trip with an Alabama team 
into Jordan-Hare Stadium in Auburn. 

Following the completion-less game 
against Ole Miss, Curry claimed a dis- 
gruntled fan threw a brick through his 
office window. The move generated a lot 
of talk in the press and deflected criti- 
cism off the coach and onto the insensi- 
tive fan. 

Most folks never took the time to con- 
sider the plausibility of how strong a per- 
son would have to be to throw a brick 
from the ground and break a reinforced 
second-floor window at Coleman 
Coliseum, a feat that would be almost 


impossible unless that person also 
changed his clothes in a telephone booth. 

As for the hurricane game, it just so 
happened that when the game was orig- 
inally scheduled in early September, 
Alabama's starting quarterback David 
Smith was out with a broken collarbone. 

The day of the game dawned bright 
and beautiful in College Station, and 
national television had live shots of stu- 
dents in shorts and halter-tops playing 
Frisbee in the bright sunshine under bril- 
liant blue skies, It was an embarrassment 
that Alabama has never quite lived down. 
By the time the game was rescheduled, 
Smith was healthy and led Alabama to 
a victory, so Curry’s ploy was successful. 

And then, of course, Curry was 
0-for-lifetime against Auburn, which 
didn’t set well with Alabama fans. 

After Curry scurried off to Kentucky 
and out of the coaching spotlight, Gene 
Stallings was named the head coach. 
He was the closest thing to Bryant that 
Alabama could find, and he brought 
the largest amount of success on the 
field to the Capstone since Bryant. 

He also brought the NCAA to town. 

Under Stallings, Alabama won a lot 
of football games and the 1992 
national championship. But also under 
Stallings, Alabama's years of avoiding 
run-ins with the NCAA came to an end 
as the NCAA almost set up a branch 
office in Tuscaloosa. 

Stallings not only battled the NCAA, 
he battled athletic director Bob 
Bockrath. Finally, he had enough and 
walked away from the job after the 
1996 season, but by then the damage 
had been done with the NCAA. 

Since Stallings’ departure, a series 
of coaching blunders have followed. 

In the aftermath of Stallings’ depar- 
ture, Bockrath hired Mike DuBose 
because of a flood of support from 
Alabama supporters, despite the fact 
that Bockrath wanted Frank Beamer 
from Virginia Tech (at a time when he 
probably could have gotten Beamer). 

DuBose posted two losing seasons 
and one surprising SEC championship 
in four years, but he was dismissed 
after an affair with his secretary came 
to light. He lied to university adminis- 
trators in an effort to cover it up, but 
it wasn’t until after a three-win season 
in 2000 that he was shown the door. 

Dennis Franchione came on board 
and had two winning seasons. He 
asked his players to “hold the rope” 
as Alabama tried to weather NCAA 
sanctions, but he abruptly let go of the 
rope himself and bolted for Texas A&M. 

He was replaced by an odd, out-of- 
region, out-of-the-family choice — 
Mike Price from Washington State. 
Price coached one game — the 2003 
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spring game — and then made an ill- 
fated trip to a strip club and, eventu- 
ally, the unemployment line. 

Price was replaced by the one coach 
who should have been successful — 
Mike Shula. He was young, had the name 
and had been a Tide quarterback himself 
under Ray Perkins. But he had never 
been a head coach before and it showed. 

In Shula’s four years, his teams won 
only one game of substance — against 
Florida in 2005, when the Tide inexpli- 
cably won 10 games. 

In the past 24 years, Alabama has 
lost games to Northem Illinois, 
Louisiana Tech, Hawaii and Central 
Florida. It went through one entire sea- 
son without winning a single game in 
Bryant-Denny Stadium. The Crimson 
Tide had to forfeit 10 games due to 
NCAA sanctions. 

It is those bad times in Tuscaloosa 
that led to the rapid courting and even- 
tual offseason hiring of Nick Saban, 
who won the 2003 BCS national title at 
LSU. Alabama had to have him. 

Tt could not afford to take no for an 
answer, especially after striking out 
with Steve Spurrier and Rich Rodriguez 
and heaven knows who else. When the 
Tide looked like it was getting none of 
its top choices, it just kept going back 
to Saban and upping the ante. Finally, 
in early January, he said yes. 

And Alabama fans rejoiced, figuring 
he might be the one. 

Time will tell, for other schools 
steeped in college football tradition 
have been down this path, fooled as 
they seek to reclaim past glory, pick- 
ing up and discarding coaches like 
peanut shells along the way. 

After Barry Switzer, Oklahoma 
went through Gary Gibbs, Howard 
Schnellenberger and John Blake 
before finding a national champion 
in Bob Stoops. 

After John Robinson, USC tried Ted 
Tollner, Larry Smith, Robinson again, 
and Paul Hackett before finding a mul 
tiple national champion in Pete Carroll. 

Notre Dame has ripped through four 
head coaches in 10 years, including 
George O'Leary, who (like Price at 
Alabama) never coached a game 
because of off-field issues. 

Washington is on its fourth coach 
since Don James stepped down in 1992, 
with the program falling into disrepair. 

It all leads back to this: It is often 
said that pro sports are all about the 
players and college sports are all about 
the coaches. They make the program. 
They are the program. 

Like Bear once was. 

Like Alabama now hopes Nick Saban 
can be. m

Alabama has paid for its ill-fated | 
coaching hires of the past. 

Have they learned? Maybe, but the 
Tide sure is going to have to pay. 

The Crimson Tide, still urgently 
searching for a long-term answer to. 
Bear Bryant, made Nick Saban college 
football's first $4 million a year head 
coach, guaranteeing an eight-year, 
$32-million package to the Miami 
Dolphins coach. All he has to do now is 
beat Auburn and win @ national title. 

It's no longer accurate to say 
salaries for college football head 
coaches — and college basketball 
coaches, for that matter — are esca- 
lating. It’s more like they are strapped 
to a rocket and headed to the stars. 

Tt was only a dozen years ago, in 
1995, when Florida State made Bobby 
Bowden the first million-dollar head 
football coach. How quaint. 

A few years later, Steve Spurrier, 
then at Florida, topped $2 million. 

Heading into the 2001 season, there 
were 18 millionaire head coaches. 

As we head into this season, there 
are close to 50. 

“I thought a million dollars was a 
lot,” NCAA president Myles Brand said 
in the spring, “But when we moved 
away from that — in one case to a $4 
million a year contract — I think we 
have to begin to ask some very hard 
questions, (such as) whether you can 
justify it or not in terms of rate of 
return. It raises the question of pro- 
priety for colleges and universities.” 

It’s a coaching arms race. It's market 
driven. Everyone understands that much, 

If half of the teams in the SEC are 
paying their college football head 
coach at least nearly $1.5 million per, 
Alabama would lose all face if it doled 
out a measly (yes, tongue in cheek 
here) cool mil for the most important 
position in the state. 

If $4 million is today’s rate fora 
coach who has won a national champi- 
onship, as Saban has, then it’s a pret- 
ty good bet that in due time, the ask- 
ing price will be $5 million. 

“There is very much an attitude of T 
don’t want my coach to be caught on 
the short end/” said Arizona athletic 
director Jim Livengood. “The minute 
one or two coaches go up in salary, 
everybody else has to catch him or go 
a dollar above.” 


At the end of Saban’s eight years, 
he might look like a bargain. 

“The market between the NFL and 
the college coaches has collapsed,” 
Brand said. “The pay rates for the very 
highest celebrity coaches are similar.” 

In the meantime, the rift between 
the haves and the have-nots in college 
football keeps growing. Last season, 
the average head coaching salary was 
almost $1 million, according to 
a report in USA Today, 

Teams in the BCS conferences, of 
course, are driving the bus, and a wild 
offseason with 23 coaching changes 
helped steer that bus toward a yet 
unforeseen precipice. 

Where's the breaking point? 

“Each school is going to have to fig- 
ure that out for themselves,” Brand said. 

With the big money comes big pres- 
sure, on athletic directors and coaches, 
Contract extensions provide security 
for no one. 

Arizona State athletic director Lisa 
Love extended the contract of Dirk 
Koetter several months before she fired 
him last year. Mike Shula received a 
$650,000 raise and two extra years on 
his Alabama contract in May 2006. He 
was booted by the end’ of November, 

“One of the reasons we have had so 
many quick coaching changes is that 
people expect change yesterday,” 
Livengood said. “Not today. Not tomor- 
tow. Yesterday.” 

If the whole system seems out of 
whack, consider a radio debate — 
dubbed “Is College Football 
Overemphasized?” 

Yes, it was held more than 50 
years ago. 

Bryant, then the head coach at 
Texas A&M, faced off with an English 
professor, Thomas Mayo. As related in 
the biography, The Last Coach, Bryant 
initially played polite before this 
memorable exchange: 

“Sir, how many people watch you 
give a final exam?” Bryant asked. 

“About 50,” Mayo answered. 

“Well,” Bryant countered, “I have 
50,000 watch me when I give mine, 
every Saturday.” 

Bryant, at the time, was making 
$25,000 per year. 

Tt was a bargain then. 

All these years later, the salary ceil- 
ing is ... well, through the roof. = 
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In the 25 years since Bear Bryant 
walked out of the Liberty Bowl at the 
end of the 1982 season, major college 
football has had 555 head coaches. 

That's an average of 4.66 coaches for 
each of the 119 programs. Not includ- 
ing this year’s 23 new coaches, the 
other 532 guys have graced the side- 
line for an average of only 4.4 years ... 
not surprising, considering the typical 
initial contract at a school is for four 
or five years. That's a lot of turnover, 
and nowhere more than across the 
street from the Bear Bryant Museum. 
Nick Saban is the ninth Alabama coach 
(including an interim) since the Bear 
— about twice the national average.

"FLORIDA'S TIM TEBOW LIVING UP TO THE HYPE 


Tim Tebow is The Chosen One. 
Florida's sophomore quarterback got 
that nickname because that was the title 
‘of an ESPN documentary about his senior 
season at Nease High School in Ponte 

Vedra Beach, Fla. 

But maybe a more appropriate nick- 
name might be Elvis, because in 
Gainesville, Tebow is certainly The King. 

The quarterback at the University of 
Florida is always going to be one of the 
most popular athletes on campus, recog- 
nized wherever he goes and besieged 
with autograph and photo requests, 
but it’s at a different level with Tebow. 


* Danny Wuerffel won the Heisman 
Trophy and national championship in 
1996, but nobody asked him to sign 
a watermelon. 

© Chris Leak just wrapped up a four-year 
career capped by the 2006 national 
title, but nobody asked him to sign 
their nose. 


© Steve Spurrier won the 1966 Heisman 
‘Trophy and returned to lead his alma 
mater to the 96 title and change the 
way football was played in the 
Southeastern Conference, but nobody 
asked him to sign their baby’s head. 


None of them has a Chuck Norris facts- 
style website devoted to them, either — 
www.timtebowfacts.com. 

All that has happened to Tebow since 
he arrived on campus in January 2006. 

“J don’t mind,” the 6-3, 234-pounder 
said of the attention. 

“I don’t want to be that guy who gets 
upset when people come up to me. I still 
love hanging out with people and meet- 
‘ing people. I don’t want to have that 
attitude at all. 

“T want to treat others like I would 
want to be treated. When I was younger 
— I'm not where Danny Wuerffel was — 
but if someone looks up to me (the way 
T looked up to Wuerffel) and I say no, 
then I just think about how I would feel

if he treated me like that.” 

The excessive attention was not exactly 
unexpected. Tebow was the No. 1 recruit 
in the country two years ago after throw- 
ing for 9,940 yards and a then-state record 
95 touchdowns in a three-year career. 

ESPN produced a one-hour documen- 
tary, titled The Chosen One, about his 
senior season and his recruitment. It 
highlighted Tebow’s on-field accomplish- 
ments, but also examined his back- 
ground and faith. 

Tebow was home-schooled by his moth- 
er Pam, and his father Bob runs the Bob 
Tebow Evangelistic Association, which for 
the past 15 years has worked to spread 
the Gospel in the Philippines. Tim Tebow 
has traveled to that country and worked 
as a missionary with his father. 

Tebow agreed to announce his college 
choice live on ESPN on Dec. 13, 2005, and 
the documentary aired later that night. 

He endeared himself to his teammates 
and fans — and further added to his 
legend — as soon as he stepped on 
campus. He was such a ferocious 
competitor that he dove across the 
finish line ... during offseason condi- 
tioning drills ... inside the Florida Gym. 

“There was no way he was going to 
win, but he still dove across,” sophomore 
wide receiver Percy Harvin remembered. 
“Everyone was like, ‘Good gracious’ 

“He's got some screws loose, but we 
love it. He works hard, and you've got to 
respect it.” 

Tebow just laughed and shrugged 
when asked why he did it. 

“T like to win, and I hate to lose, and 
that makes me do a lot of crazy stuff some- 
times,” he said. “I was just trying to go out 
there and work hard, and when other peo- 
ple see you go hard, it makes them want to 
go hard, too. A work ethic is contagious.” 

That was Tebow’s first step in becom- 
ing a team leader, and he finished the 
journey in the moments before the 2006 
spring game. 

That's when he tried to jump in the 


Circle of Life drill, in which two players are 
matched one-on-one, offense vs. defense. 
Tebow was just settling into his stance, 
ready for the confrontation, when coach 
Urban Meyer grabbed him by the nape of 
the shoulder pads and pulled him away, 
eager to preserve his star recruit’s health. 

‘Tebow got all the contact he wanted 
during his freshman season. Playing in 
spot duty behind Leak, Tebow was the 
Gators’ second-leading rusher (469 yards, 
eight TDs). 

There’s no concern about Tebow’s abili- 
ty as a runner, but there was some con- 
cern about the lefthander as a passer 
when the Gators began spring practice in 
March. A sore left shoulder, of all things, 
helped him allay those fears. 

The ache forced Tebow to alter his 
mechanics and throwing motion through- 
out Florida’s spring practice. That helped 
him leam to make different throws. 

“He had to really pay attention and 
adjust his throwing motion slightly,” 
offensive coordinator Dan Mullen said. 
“By doing that it really caused him to 
focus on how to throw the ball the right 
way. It’s really helped him develop a 
touch, develop balance, develop consis- 
tency and accuracy in his throws.” 

Tebow showed all those things in 
Florida’s spring game, completing 17 of 27 
passes for 216 yards and three touchdowns. 

“He's ready to go,” Meyer said. “Tim 
Tebow is ready to play quarterback at 
Florida.” 

But is he ready to continue to handle 
the attention he gets? Tebow says yes 
because he’s had enough practice by now. 

“I can remember the first time he 
went out with us,” said center Steve 
Rissler, who graduated in May. “He'd just 
be sitting back in a chair and these girls 
would just come and dance on him. He 
wouldn't really know what to do. 

“He'd just kind of sit there and kind of 
look at them, and then they'd walk away. 
Then another one would come up.”

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KEEPING THE FAITH

Tf the Florida football team could enter the 2007 
season where it left off in 2006, the defending 
national champions would still be ranked No. 1. 

However, Tim Tebow, the Gators’ superlative 
sophomore quarterback, has a different ranking 
for football in his poll of priorities — fourth. 

“For all my priorities and everything in my life, 
my faith is number one. Family is number two, 
then academics. After that is football,” said 
‘Tebow, who takes the reins from departing quar- 
terback Chris Leak with the goal of returning to 
the promised land of national champions. 

Being on a mission comes naturally for Tebow. 
He was born in the Philippines where his parents, 
Bob and Pam Tebow, were missionaries. 

‘Tim Tebow has returned there three times to do 
mission work. Each July, Bob Tebow, president 
and lead evangelist of the Bob Tebow Evangelistic 
Association, leads a trip where high school and 
college students preach the gospel, direct sports 
‘camps, show the “Jesus” film and work in medical 
clinics, In the past four years, more than 100,000 
decisions have been made for Christ. 7 

Fach Tebow family member is involved in the 
non-denominational evangelistic association, 
After the 2007 football season ends, Tim's sister, 
Christy Allen, who is married to Joey Allen and is 
a graduate of Dallas Theological Seminary, will vl 
with Joey and their 11-month old daughter, 
Claire, to Bangladesh to be missionaries, 

‘Another Tebow daughter, Katie Shepherd, is 
married to Gannon Shepherd, who has played in 
‘the NFL with Jacksonville, Houston and Cleveland, 

Robby Tebow, who played football at Carson- 
Newman, is the North Florida Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes director. Peter Tebow is 
a Florida senior, 

In 1966, Bob Tebow helped 
Crusade for Christ at Florida, where 
Pam is also a graduate of Florida, 

‘Tim, who is a member of First t Church of 
Jacksonville, is involved with both the FCA and 
Campus Crusade for Christ. In a state known for its 
worship-like attitudes toward football, Tebow has 
rock-star status. 

‘Tebow said that he bases his life on the Solid 
Rock — Jesus Christ. He was six years old when 
he asked Christ ane and lord.

the Lord and spiritual things." 

‘As Tebow listened, the Holy Spirit began work- 
ing in his life, “I didn’t feel comfortable and I told 
my mom that I want to get saved. I want to know 
how I can spend eternity in heaven. Right there 
on the couch, I asked Christ to come into my 
heart. Since then I'm 100 percent sure I'm going 
to heaven,” said Tebow. 

His performance as a freshman only added to 
his stature. Tebow (6-3, 234) was named 
Freshman All-American by The Sporting News. His 
eight rushing touchdowns ranked seventh nation- 
ally and he gained 469 yards rushing, 

“1 try to be thanlkful about them (awards) but 
not think about them too much. I keep working 
to get better,” said Tebow, aware of the attention 
he receives, 

“™m today’s society people look up to football play- 
ers. At Florida you have a platform. You can take 
‘that platform and use it for positives or negatives.” 

Battling distractions requires “staying in the 
Word (Bible)” and receiving ereourgenen 
through “spiritual reminders’ from his pi 
prayer and attending weekly team Gens and 
Gainesville churches, 

‘Tebow claims Philippians 4:13: “I can sts all 
things through Christ which strengthens me,” 

“You get really busy,” said Tebow. “You always 
remind yourself to take time and spend time in 
prayer and read the Word, 

“It’s hard to put into words, Jesus means every- 
thing. Without him I would be nothing, He is the 
reason why we are here. We are to honor Him in 
everything we do and say and be thankful for 
Him, He has given me athletic ability. On the field 
and off the field, I give all praise, honor and glory 
to Him. He gave me the athletic ability a1 
easily take it away.” 

Tebow is aware of the athletic abilit 
teammates. “Not a lot of quarterbacks in 
football have the athletes I have to work | 
There are five or six guys that can catch the 
and take it to the house,” he said, 4 

Florida wide receiver Andre Caldwell said, 
“We're coming together well and we're bonding, 
getting our timing down. (Tebow) is showing the 
guys a strong arm and he’s getting me the ball 
and letting me make plays with it. He's got one of 
the strongest: arms I've seen,” , 


Football does rank number one on Tebow’s list 
of passions. Weightlifting is a close second. 

Florida offensive coordinator Dan Mullen says 
that Tebow would rather stay in the weight room 
all day than sleep at night. 

Florida head coach Urban Meyer was quoted last 
year as saying, “Tim is an extremist. He doesn’t 
just lift weights. He wants to break the school 
record in bench press.” 

‘Tebow has grown up playing sports. He was 
home schooled by his parents but under a 1996 
bill passed by Florida legislators was allowed to 
play high school sports at a public high school, 

Tn 2006 he was a Parade All-American and led 
Allen D. Nease High School of St. Augustine, Fla., 
to the Class 4A state championship, its first-ever. 

Tebow set the state prep record for total offense 
(12,960 yards), career passing yards (9,940), 
touchdowns (159) and completed passes (631). 
He has single-season state records in total offense 
(5,552), passing yards (4,286), touchdown passes 
(46) and total touchdowns (70). 

Each of Tebows brothers and sisters were also 
home-schooled, 

“More important than just leaning how to read 
and write, it was more important to teach charac- 
ter which is what life is truly about,” he said. 

‘Tebow inspired the “Tim Tebow Bill,” introduced 
in the state of Alabama, that would allow home 
schoolers to play athletics at public schools, 

When Florida won the 1996 national champi- 
onship, it was quarterbacked by Heisman Trophy 
winner Danny Wuerffel. Tebow and Wuerffel, 
a devout Christian, are friends, 

"He's really supportive of me. I'm appreciative 
of that. I look up to him a whole lot,” said Tebow. 

With the national championship legacy that 
Wuerffel began, Tebow hopes to continue, He 
accepts the pressure. 

“T like being at the University of Florida, Every 
game there's going to be pressure.” 

‘Meyer, who was named the 2006 National Coach 


~ of the Year, bragged on Tebow. 


“The thing that makes him different than any 
player I've been around is his drive, his tough- 
ness, his competitiveness. Tim wakes up every 
moming and tries to get better at his job.” 

‘Tebow said that goes back to his work ethic and 
determination. “You leam a lot about yourself.” 

He's also learned that God is with him daily, 
‘That fact has Tebow loving 

“You are trying to do everything you can to 
honor ee Hog, and 
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“He has alot of the 
same qualities,” Nutt 
said, “as alot ofthe backs 
you mentioned. What 
s him apart is he’s so 
strong and so fast.” 

Unbelievably strong, 
and fast, to the chagrin

“Ie’s just me, Matt 
Leinart and the Heisman Trophy,” Rice said. 

Leinart is out of the picture now. But Rice, Rurgers’ star running 
back, could be headed for another Heisman photo-op if he can build off 
his record-breaking sophomore season from last fall, when he rushed for 
1,794 yards and 20 touchdowns. 

That's when his name first crept into Heisman conversation. He 
finished seventh in the balloting. 

“[es pretty remarkable that I was a candidate last year,” said the 
5-9, 200-pound Rice. “It’s not something I ever really thought about 
until people started asking me.” 

They started asking because Rice seta school single-season rushing 
record in leading Rutgers (yes, Rutgers) to an 11-2 season, the program's 
first bowl victory and a No. 12 final ranking. 

Along the way he tied a school record with seven straight games of 
100 or more rushing yards, topped the 200-yard mark three times, and 
was named Most Outstanding Player of the Texas Bowl. He also earned 
second-team All-American honors. 

Nor that any of it was entirely unexpected, since Rice rushed for 
1,120 yards as a true freshman. 

“All along I've said he’s a special bacl 
said. 

“Ray's three best traits are his vision, patience and balance, He's fast 
and strong, but there are a lot of fast, strong guys out there. He has a way 
of waiting until something opens up and then accelerating immediat. 

Another of his strengths is, well, his strength. And durability. 
who said he never carried more than 120 times in a high school season, 
seta school record with 335 carries last year. 

More impressive to Schiano is that he averaged 5.4 yards during 
335 carries. 

‘Sometimes I feel it after the game, but I never get tired during the 
game,” said Rice. “The longer the game goes, the stronger I get. I can’t 
explain it.” 

Evidence: Rice averaged 5.9 yards on his carries in the fourth 
quarter and overtime (483 yards on 81 carries). 

“Nothing he does surprises me any more,” said Jeremy Zuttah, the 
Scarlet Knights’ All-Big East offensive tackle. 

Rutgers, which hadn't been to a bowl game since 1978 prior to Rice’s 
arrival, has now been to two straight with him as the starting tailback — 
and only missed out on a BCS berth last fall because of a triple-overtime 
loss at West Virginia in the final game of the regular season. 

But Rice easily could have been doing all of this for another Big East 
school — Syracuse — if the football fates hadn't intervened on Rutge! 
behalf. 

He had committed to the ’Cuse before the school fired long-time 
coach Paul Pasqualoni. Rice re-opened his recruiting and Rutgers 
pursued him aggressively. 

“Things work out for a reason,” he said. “Being at Rutgers is the 
best thing that could have happened to me.”

“A lor of people might think I would go pro, but I just want co win 
a national championship,” Baker said in the spring.

It's s 
swollen. How much ic hurts depends on what week.” 

A player of Baker's caliber would usually be inundated with phone 
calls from agents advising him to go pro carly.

“There's so much he does well, it’s just real smooth and consistent 
watching him,” USC of ¢ coach Pat Ruel said. “He's been a 
rock for us on the line the past two seasons and will be again next year.” 

Sofi-spoken by nature, Baker is often misunderstood because few see 
how competitive he really is. When USC lost to Texas in the national 
championship game at the end of the 2005 season, Baker showed up at 
his father’s house in the middle of the night and vowed to win another 
tide,

season. 

“[ really think so far this is one of the best teams since I've been 
here,” Baker said. “Last year we didn’t know for sure how our quarter- 
back would be, but this year we've got an established quarterback in John 
David (Booty); we know he’ the guy. And most of our defense comes 
back, so we're going to be even better there.” 

Baker graduated in May, so he already has a degree. His graduation 
ceremony was one of the highlights of his year, but it caused him to be 
late to the Playboy All-American team festivities in Arizona, 

“[es really a cool thing to get that recognition,” Baker said. “Ie’s 
a really hectic weekend, but its a lor of fun.” 

Baker’ also gor a chance ro make history. Despite all the vaunted 
men who played for USC, like Bruce Matthews, Tony Boselli 
Anthony Munoz, and Brad Budde, Baker is in position to become the 
first offensive lineman to be a three-time All-American in USC history.

“When he’s comfortable around people, he'll talk more,” co- 
defensive coordinator Charlie Strong said. “(Wide receiver Cornelius 
Ingram) is his best friend, so he’s probably the guy he talks to more than 
anyone. 

Harvey started his football career with a one-word answer. 

Rich Houchens, the football coach at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School in Greenbelt, Md. first spotted Derrick Harvey in 2002 on 
the basketball court. Houchens watched the 6-2, 185-pounder grab 
a rebound and dunk, and the football coach got excited. Then Houchens 
watched Harvey use a chest bump to shove a player who had taunted 
him, and he got even more excited. 

“The kid went flying,” Houchens said. “Then I saw the look in 
(Harvey's) eyes, It hit another switch, I'm like, ‘Oh, he's nasty, too. He's 
got an aggressive side,” 

Afrer the game, Houchens rushed over to Harvey. 

“Come play football,” he said. 

“OK,” Harvey replied. 

Harvey quickly became a starter at tight end and defensive end as 
a junior and burst onto the national scene in the first game of his senior 
season against neighboring Severna Park High School. 

“He had a coming-out party,” Houchens remembered. “He had 
four, maybe five sacks, and I don’t know how the quarterback survived ic. 
Ie looked like (Michael) Strahan coming off the edge. He just came off 
the edge so quick. His first step was so quick and explosive.” 

Harvey racked up 31 sacks as a senior and ended up being rated as 
one of the top five recruits by several recruiting services, Harvey arrived 
in Gainesville in 2004 and needed a redshire year to adjust to the speed 
of the game while he gained weight and strength. 

“[ needed to learn, to get better,” Harvey said. “Everybody helped 
me outa lot. The (defensive) linemen. The OL, too.” 

Harvey had six tackles and one sack as a redshirt freshman in 2005, 
cd he started last season slowly. He exploded in UF's fourth game 
inst Kentucky, beginning a stretch in which he had at least one s 
in six consecutive games, 

Don't just chalk that up to the fact he was playing opposite Jarvis 
Moss, a first-round NEL draft pick who had 7.5 sacks last season. The 
defensive staff contends Harvey could turn into one of the best defensive 
ends in school history.

He helped preserve a 17-10 victory over Michigan with a key 
interception. Against Tennessee, he returned both a punt and an inter- 
ception for touchdowns, made nine tackles and had one sack. 

He finished the year with 71 tackles, fourth on the team. 

In 2006, however, Zbikowski saw his numbers slip — he returned 
only one kick for a touchdown — and his impact became muted. 

Why? 

"The reasons why are just all excuses, You've gor to just look at it the 
way it is on film, and just correct it,” Zbikowski said. “That's the biggest 
thing I've been working on with (defensive backs) Coach (Bill) Len 
and Coach (Corwin) Brown, just watching some extra film, not making 
excuses for why things happen.” 

So instead of leaving with the rest of his incoming class and throw- 
ing his hat into the NFL Draft, Zbikowski chose to return for a fifth year 
at Notre Dame. 

Gone is teammate, roommate and partner-in-crime Jeff Samardzija, 
the wide receiver/pircher who started spring in the Cubs’ minor league 
system. Gone is Brady Quinn, the golden-armed quarterback turned Top 
10 NFL Draft pick. Gone is secondary mare Chinedum Ndukwe, with 
whom Zbikowski roamed the backfield for the past two seasons. 

What remains is a stripped-down life, one from which Zbikowski 
has tried to banish any and all distractions. 

For one thing, “I've got a lighter load because I was on pace to 
graduate in three-and-a-half years,” Zbikowski said. 

As for boxing, Zbikowski, who last summer fought a professional 
bout at Madison Square Garden in New York, hung up his gloves after a 
March 6 exhibition charity bour in South Bend. 

“[ don't think there’s any question Tommy did what he did in 
boxing because ... he’s reached the point in his athletic career where he's 
made a decision that this game of football is important to him,” Lewis 
said. “He wants to have the best year he can possibly have. It’ really 
a focusing.” 

How much room is there for improvement in Zbikowski’s game? 

“T think that he’s capable of raising his level of performance kind of 
across the board. IF had to point to an area it would be in his playmak- 
ing ability versus the passing game,” Lewis said. “I really think there's 
a significant upside to him.” 

“There's upside to the Irish as well, Zbikwoski said.

coverage team bearing down and the stadium holding its 

collective breath — Cal’s DeSean Jackson does not think about 
the gunners, the wall, the seams or the end zone. 

“My focus,” he said, “is only on catching the ball. Then, after I do 
that, [let my natural ability take over.” 

And Jackson might have as much natural ability as any punt 
returner in college football history. 

Consider: 

* He leads all active players with five punt return touchdowns, three 
shy of the NCAA record — and he’ only a junior this season. 

* He has returned just 26 punts in his career, which means he 
averages a touchdown nearly once in every five returns 

+ He was the first-team Associated Bress All-American punt returner 
last season and won the inaugural Randy Moss Award given to the 
nation’s top return man. 

“He's the best I've had,” said Cal special teams coach Pete Alamar, 
“and I coached Dennis Northcutt.” Northeutt, of the Jacksonville 
Jaguars, has returned three punts for touchdowns in the NEL. 

Jackson, who attended Long Beach Poly High School and chose Cal 
over USC, is more than a brilliant punt returner. He’ also one of the 
nation’s top receivers, a playmaker in the mold of Reggie Bush or Ted 
Ginn Jr. — someone who can change a game at any moment, from any 
place on the field. 

All Jackson did last year as a wideout was catch 59 passes, average 18 
yards a reception and score nine touchdowns. In 24 career games, he has 
21 TDs 

Jackson looks like the best player in the Pacific-10 Conference, and, 
given enough opportunities as a receiver and returner, could make a run 
at the Heisman Trophy. He certainly won't have much trouble generating 
highlights. 

However dangerous he is as a receiver, the 6-0, 166-pound Jackson 
is at his breathtaking best as a punt returner. He has first-class speed, the 
vision to spor seams in the coverage, and the lateral quickness to elude 
the first wave of tacklers. 

Jackson also does a terrific job setting up his blockers, Last season, 
he fielded a punt against Oregon, took a few steps to his left ro lure the 
coverage in that direction, then quickly cut to his right. Wich the wall 
waiting for him, Jackson raced into the end zone for a 65-yard rouch- 
down.

The Trojans finish the defensive sweep of the 
position rankings with a flourish. The starting 
secondary returns intact, and two other players have 
starting experience. 

Now, don't go running to the NCAA stats. USC 
was right in the middle range of Division I-A pass 
defense last season, allowing 204.8 yards per game. 
Nothing special there ... until you consider the 
Trojans played nine games in the pass-happy Pac-10, 
and two more against quarterbacks who could air 
it out — Brady Quinn and Chad Henne. 

Bear in mind that USC was 22nd nationally in 
passing efficiency defense, which is significantly 
better than its rank in yards allowed, and that number 
should improve again because of experience, depth 
and a return to the turnover-forcing machine typical 
of Pete Carroll’s defenses. 

As for the players, cornerback Terrell Thomas 
and strong safety Kevin Ellison are the leaders, with 
6-4 sophomore Taylor Mays a former future star who 
has arrived at free safety. Cary Harris is back at the 
‘other corner spot, with safety Josh Pinkard and 
corner Kevin Thomas, both of whom missed most of 
last season due to injuries, challenging for time. 


2. OKLAHOMA 


If there is something the Stoops brothers know, 
its how to recruit and coach defensive backs. Check 
‘out head coach Bob at Oklahoma (and then check out 
head coach Mike and defensive coordinator Mark at 
Arizona further down the list).

Secondary is Miami's best and deepest position, 
although that will be tested with safety Anthony 
Reddick, a former freshman sensation out for the 
‘season because of a torn ACL in his left knee. He 
missed most of last season because of an ACL tear in 
his right knee. Still, the ‘Canes have Lindy’s top- 
ranked safety (junior Kenny Phillips) and their usual 
assortment of athleticism. 


4. GEORGIA 


The Bulldogs were second in the SEC with 
19 interceptions, and bring back Paul Oliver, who gets 
the nod over Alabama's Simeon Castille as the best 
cover man in the SEC. Safety Kelin Johnson is the 
enforcer. 


5. ARIZONA 


Teams might stay away from Lindy’s No.1 
cornerback, senior Antoine Cason, but quarterbacks 
will find another fourth-year starter — Wilrey 
Fontentot — on the other side. Dominic Patrick is 
back at safety, where there is ample talent to fill the 
Wildcats’ frequent nickel package. 


6. VIRGINIA TECH 


Cornerback Brandon Flowers was All-ACC last 
season. On the other side, Victor “Macho” Harris can’t 
afford to be bad with that nickname. 


7. FLORIDA STATE 


Myron Rolle is the top free safety in the 
sophomore class, and junior corner Tony Carter gives 
FSU lock-down ability. 


8. LSU 


The Tigers were super at safety last year. Those 
guys are gone, and the secondary's assets are now 
strongest at cornerback with Jonathan Zenon and 
Chevis Jackson 


9. RUTGERS 


Safeties Courtney Greene and Ron Girault are 
All-Big East players. Girault is entering his fourth 
season as a starter; Greene is a fearsome hitter. The 
McCourty twins (Devin and Jason) are solid at corner. 


10. SOUTH FLORIDA 


Trae Williams was an All-Big East selection in 
2006, and fellow cornerback Mike Jenkins can pretty 
much run down anyone from behind. 
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EVERYBODY GETS ANOTHER 
GAME ... SORT OF By Anthony Gimino 


Remember those “hurry-up-and-run-the-clock” rule changes that were 
installed last season? Never mind. 

Basically, the Football Rules Committee realized that those goofy rules were 
designed for people who didn’t like football ... and so they gave us the equiva- 
lent of a game back. 

We still have 12 regular-season games to watch each fall, but the 15 minutes 
“saved” for each game by the lousy rule changes add up to what amounts to 
enough snaps for one complete game of football. And they've given us those 
plays back. 

An average of seven plays per game per team, times 12 games, hmmm, carry 
the one... that’s 84 more offensive snaps for your favorite team! 

The silly notion that the clock should start on a change of possession when 
the ball is placed down by the referees, and when they say “go” on kickoffs 
(rather than when the ball is touched by the receiving team), became apparent 
very quickly in 2006. We're glad that the powers that be showed they actually 
like football enough to correct themselves. 


Overall, the Division I-A average was 
64 plays per team last season, although 
some games were so short that Aubum 
ran just 37 plays against Georgia. 

“I just think those timing rules were 
so flawed because they didn’t add to 
the strategic nature of the game,” said 
San Jose State coach Dick Tomey, 
pointing out that mostly it just made 
it more difficult for teams to come 
from behind in the fourth quarter. 

This is a big deal for offense, for 
fan excitement, for record-breaking. 
Take Texas sophomore quarterback 
Colt McCoy as an example, and follow 
along with our rough math. 

The Longhorns passed 43.4 percent 
of the time last season. With 84 more 
plays this season, McCoy presumably 
would attempt 36 more passes. He 
averaged 8.1 yards per attempt last 
year ... which all means he should 
throw for 291 extra yards just 
because of the rules changes. 

So, if he stays for three seasons 
(and assuming bowl games) the clock 
rules should add 1,000 yards to his 
career total. 

Our calculator almost blew a fuse 
when we tried to punch in the figures 
for Hawaii's Colt Brennan, before 
spitting out 560 more passing yards 
with those extra snaps. 


The new timing rules will boost Colt 
Brennan's bottom line ... not that he 
needs the help. 
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DON'T MISS THE KICKOFFS 


So, if the NCAA is adding length 
back to the games, it has to trim 
somewhere else. It will do this three 
ways — two to reduce dawdling, and 
one to... well, one to help the offens- 
es, for some reason. 


= The play clock will be set to 15 
seconds, not 25, after TV timeouts. 
That'll work fine. 


= Team timeouts, in televised games, 
will be shortened to 30 seconds, 
down from 65, That would seem to 
invite some confusion and a tricky 
gadget here or there, 


® Kickoffs will be from the 30-yard 
line, not the 35, resulting in fewer 
touchbacks that stop the clock ... 
and more exciting kickoff returns 
(and more full-collision injuries). 


“I don't like it,” said new Iowa 
State head coach Gene Chizik, offer- 
ing a decidedly defensive viewpoint, 
following his 11 years as defensive 
coordinator, including at Auburn and 
Texas. “Many more drives are going to 
start further down the field.” 

The kick return, one of the most 
exciting plays in football, will be in 
greater abundance, putting more 
pressure on the defense. Perhaps 
teams will have to put more front- 
line players on kick coverage. 

“You kick a ball into the wind, the 
guy might catch it at the 20, and 
you're starting on offense at the 40 or 
50,” Texas coach Mack Brown said. 
“It’s even more important now to find 
that kicker with a dynamic leg.” 

A shrewd veteran such as Tomey, 
who will be 69 when the season 
starts, saw it coming, saying that in 
the spring, “We worked on kickoff 
returns more than ever in my coach- 
ing experience.” 
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College football enters the second 
season of the “double-hosting” sys- 
tem, which means one of the big four 
bowls will do it all over again a week 
later for the national title game. 

After the Fiesta Bowl folks got things 
started last season, the venue changes to 
New Orleans, which plays host to the 
Sugar Bowl on Jan. 1, and then to the BCS 
National Championship game on Jan. 7. 

Otherwise there are no changes in 
the BCS formula or who is eligible to 
be considered. A refresher: 

The champions of the six biggest 
conferences — ACC, Big East, Big Ten, 
Big 12, Pac-10 and SEC — earn auto- 
matic bids. 


The champions of the five other 
leagues can earn an automatic bid ... 


© If they are ranked in the top 12 of 
the final BCS rankings, or, 


m If they are ranked in the top 16 
and are higher than any of the “Big 
Six” conference champions. 


If multiple champs from the lower 
conferences qualify in this sce- 
nario, only the higher-rated one 
gets the automatic berth. 


Notre Dame gets an automatic 
berth if it is ranked in the top eight, 
but like any other team, it can quali- 
fy for an at-large spot with nine vic- 
tories and a top 14 ranking.

®@ LOGOS: As if being the Beavers 
wasn't distinctive enough, Oregon 
State is dropping the “U” from its 
logo and going with a new interlock- 
ing “0S.” The school wanted to sepa- 
rate itself from other OSU’s — Ohio 
State and Oklahoma State. In other 
news, Troy will remain the Trojans. 


© NICKQUAMES: Central Florida — or is 
it simply UCF now? — has a new logo, 
too, and a more streamlined name. The 
school's athletic teams are lopping off 
“Golden” and going with just 
“Knights.” Lucky for us, we're still 
blessed with Knights of Scarlet 
(Rutgers) and Knights of Black (Army). 
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Ohio State’s Todd Boeckman will try to fill Troy Smith's shoes for the Buckeyes 
while holding off some talented competition.

COMEBACK PLAYERS 


Six of the seven Heisman winners 
this decade have gone on to play in 
the BCS national title game. Usually 
with disastrous results. 

Part of the reason is that the dang 
voters pick the wrong guy for the 
Heisman, too often locking in on the 
quarterback on a top team. Let's 
broaden our scope, fellas. 

And maybe it’s that the Heisman 
winner just gets too distracted in 
December, or that the other team in 
the title game successfully plays the 
slighted underdog card. 

In any case, let's review: 


2000: Chris Weinke, Florida State: 
Two interceptions, a fumble and no 
points in a 13-2 loss to Oklahoma in 
the Orange Bowl. 


2001: Eric Crouch, Nebraska: Fumbled 
on his third carry and completed a pid- 
dling five passes as Miami smothered 
the Huskers 37-14 in the Rose Bowl. 


2003: Jason White, Oklahoma: Was 
sacked five times, was just 13 of 37 
and threw two picks, one returned for 
a TD. LSU won the Sugar Bowl, 21-14. 


2004: Matt Leinart, USC: Hey, we 
have a winner! Five touchdown 
passes and 332 yards through the air 
in a 55-19 beatdown of Oklahoma. 


2005: Reggie Bush, USC: A key fum- 
ble and wasn’t even on the field for 
a failed late-game fourth-down play, 
allowing Vince Young to steal the 
show in the Rose Bowl (UT, 41-38). 


2006: Troy Smith, Ohio State: 
Florida had more sacks (five) than 
Smith had completions (four) in a 
41-14 Gators’ rout. 


So, not only do Heisman winners 
turn into title-game losers, four of 
them (Weinke, Crouch, White and 
Smith) had pretty much the worst 
games of their careers. Cursed, indeed. 
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Here are 10 players who missed 
most or all of last season, or have 
been inactive for even longer. Don't 
forget about them ... 


™ Micah Andrews, RB, Wake 
Forest (knee) — Starting tail- 
back expected back in fall for 
defending ACC champs. 


@ Sean Bailey, WR, Georgia (knee) 
— Big-play threat missed all of 
last season. 


@ Kyle Bell, RB, Colorado State 
(knee) — Was Lindy’s Mountain 
West preseason Offensive Player 
of the Year in 2006 ... then suf- 
fered torn ACL five days before 
season opener. 


@ Jeff Byers, OL, USC (back) — 
Played in one game in the past two 
seasons because of injuries; can 
potentially start at guard or center. 


™ Thomas Brown, RB, Georgia 
(knee) — He and Kregg Lumpkin 
make a nice 1-2 combination. 


Joe Cowan, WR, UCLA (knee) — 
Caught 35 passes in 2005 but 
missed all of last season. Is a 
needed target for Ben Olson or his 
younger brother, Patrick Cowan. 


Hershel Dennis, RB, USC 
(knee) — Time was, he was 
above Reggie Bush and LenDale 
White on the depth chart. Hasn't 
played since 2004. 


Brian Johnson, QB, Utah (knee) 
— Run-pass threat was near 
national lead in total offense late 
in 2005 before injury. 


Tyrone Prothro, WR, Alabama 
(leg) — Suffered a gruesome 
compound fracture of his left leg 
on Oct. 1, 2005, and needed a 
fourth surgery in March. Could 
miss 2007 season, too. 


Brian Stamper, OL, Vanderbilt 
(back) — Preseason All-SEC in 
2006, the right tackle is back to 
lead a veteran line. 


Georgia's Thomas Brown and Kregg Lumpkin will give the Bulldogs a solid 1-2 


punch at running back. 
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THE CONFERENCE OF 
(OVERRATED) QUARTERBACKS 


The Pac-10 produces the best col- 
lege passers, which is why the league 
likes to refer to itself as the confer- 
ence of quarterbacks. 


NFL teams agreed, picking 11 
Pac-10 quarterbacks in the first round 
in the drafts from 1991 to 2006. 
Included in that group were two 
No. 1 overall selections — recently 
retired Drew Bledsoe, who did just 
fine for himself, and Carson Palmer, 
one of the best in the AFC. 


Other than that, not much. 


It's too early to pass judgment on 
Matt Leinart, who is just getting 
started with the Cardinals, and 
Aaron Rodgers, who is still waiting 
behind Brett Favre in Green Bay. But 
check out these major Pac-10 first- 
round busts: 


Todd Marinovich, Tommy Maddox, 
Ryan Leaf, Akili Smith, Cade McNown, 
Joey Harrington ... those are some of 
the biggest disappointments in draft 
history. And it's not like Kyle Boller 
has done much with his starting 
chances, either. 


For the record, the SEC was next 
with seven first-round quarterbacks 
from 1991 to 2006, with a huge hit 
(Peyton Manning) and also some wild 
misses — Heath Shuler, Tim Couch. 


The Big Ten had only one first- 


round QB in that period — Kerry 
Collins of Penn State in 1994.

Forget about the lying about staying 
with the Miami Dolphins and his prick- 
ly relations with the media ... the guy 
can coach, instill toughness, and recruit 
the heck out of the area. Bama scored. 


ARIZONA STATE : 

Out: Dirk Koetter (fired) 

In: Dennis Erickson 
This could be the final stop for 
Erickson.

It’s not even a debate, The SEC has 
the grandest college football cathe- 
drals, great tradition, the most NFL 
players, the highest attendance, the 
most bowl appearances and most 
bowl victories this decade. 


All that, and two national champions 
in the past four years (with an unde- 
feated team mixed in there, too). 


Now, the addition of Nick Saban at 
Alabama gives the league four coach- 
es who have won national titles. 
No other league can claim that. 


The league's primo national title con- 
tender this season is LSU. Elsewhere, 
it's a crowded field. The SEC isn’t 
quite as packed with Top 10 timber as 
in some seasons, but who can count 
out Tennessee, Florida, Arkansas, 
Auburn, Georgia and (nowadays) 
South Carolina? 


2. ACC

Winning the national championship in January propelled the Florida Gators 
to an additional national ttle in 2007 — on the recruiting trail. After falling just 
short a year ago, the Gators landed the top recruiting class in the country. The 
group includes 27 signees, including 20 four- and five-star prospects as ranked 
by Rivals.com, Florida picked up the top two players in the Sunshine State, 
along with five-star prospects from Georgia and South Carolina, Florida reached 
for top players from other areas of the country as well, landing standouts from 
Maryland, Indiana, California and New Jersey, showing off Urban Meyer's ability 
to recruit nationally 

Meyer's class includes the top defensive end in the country (Carlos 
Dunlap), the No. 2 defensive tackle (Torrey Davis), the top offensive quard 
(James Wilson) and the No. 2 dual-threat quarterback (Cameron Newton). 
The 6-6, 255-pound Dunlap had a dominating senior year in which he registered 
104 tackles, 34 for loss and 16 sacks. Joining him on the future Gator defensive 
line is the 6-5, 290-pound Davis who had 16 sacks as a senior. Wilson is an 
intimidating force with good feet. The lineman can play numerous positions at 
6-4, 305-pounds. Newton is one of the fastest rising prospects in the country. 
He's big (6-5, 220) and has impressive 4,51-second speed, 

Florida filled needs all over the field, but especially at quarterback, 
defensive end and defensive back. Aside from Dunlap, Davis and Wilson, a few 
other players that could see the field early include running backs Chris Rainey 
and Bo Williams and athlete Joe Haden. 


QB-1, RB-3, WR-2, TE-1, OL-2, DL-5, LB-2, DB-1, ATH-1, ST-0 

Although they fell just short of another national championship appearance, 
Pete Carroll continues to find plenty of success on the recruiting tail. After three 
years on top in the recruiting world, Pete Carroll and company came up a litle 
short with the nation’s No. 2 recruiting class. The Trojans landed 18 players in 
2007, including 16 that were ranked as four-star prospects or better by 
Rivals.com. Of those, USC landed nine of the top 15 players in California, as 
well as the No. 2 prospect in the country — who is from Louisiana, Southern Cal 
added more top recruits from across the country, including difference-makers 
from Arizona, Arkansas and Michigan. 

Leading the way for Carroll's class is running back Joe McKnight, the No. 
2 player in the country. The 6-1, 198-pound McKnight is fast and shifty, and 
likely will be the next great tailback in Trojan lore. On defense, Everson Griffen 
(nation’s No. 6 overall prospect) has ridiculous speed for an end. So much so 
that he played running back for his high school team last season and ran for 
1,200 yards and 22 touchdowns. He posted 77 tackles and 16 sacks on 
defense. Grifien is an amazing athlete for his size (6-4, 266 pounds). 

Other players that likely could contribute early for Southem Cal are the top 
wide receiver in the country (Ronald Johnson), the No. 2 running back in the 
country (Marc Tyler), the No. 1 outside linebacker (Chris Galippo) and the 
No. 3 offensive guard (Kristofer O'Dowd). While McKnight brings speed, Tyler 
has power and will be a perfect complement in the Trojans offense. Johnson 
should have no problem continuing the receiver success at Southern Cal. 
Galippo is simply a tackling machine. 


QB-1, RB-5, WR-4, TE-0, OL-2, DL-7, LB-3, DB-5, ATH-5, ST-0 

Philip Fulmer rebounded from a weak 2006 recruiting class with one of the 
top classes in the country. The class of 32 players features 16 four- or five-star 
prospects as ranked by Rivals.com. 

Tennessee landed major help on both sides of the ball, starting with the 
No. 3 prospect and No, 1 comerback in the country in Eric Berry. In addition, 
the Volunteers landed the top inside linebacker (Chris Donald) and the No. 2 
strongside defensive end (Ben Martin). Georgia's Berry is a lockdown corner 
who is a force all over the field. He gained 2,600 yards of total offense, and 
made 40 tackles and three interceptions as a senior. Donald should be a force 


at linebacker for years in Knoxville, while Martin 
has the speed and size to be a terror off the edge. He 
posted a remarkable 112 tackles, 14 for loss and eight sacks 
as a senior. 

The Volunteers shored up some key positions on both sides of the 
ball, At running back and defensive back, the Vols acquired five prospects for 
each position, Texas running back Lennon Creer leads the way on offense with 
his good size and speed. On defense, Berry will be joined by four-star prospects 
Nevin McKenzie and DeAngelo Willingham. A few other players that could 
make an impact next season include the No. 2 prep school prospect (athlete 
Brent Vinson) and the No. 3 junior college prospect (wide receiver Kenny 
O'Neal).

LSU put together a solid recruiting class and finished at No. 4 in the 
rankings after picking up 26 recruits. Of those, 21 were ranked as four-star 
prospects or better by Rivals.com. Besides landing seven of the top 10 players 
in Louisiana, LSU pulled some top prospects from Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia and Michigan. 

Les Miles acquired some significant help on offense, starting with the wide 
receiver position. The Tigers landed the No. 2 wide receiver in the country, 
Terrance Toliver. The 6-4, 185-pounder hauled in 42 receptions for 842 yards 
and six touchdowns last season. Joining him on offense are wide receivers 
DeAngelo Benton and Demetrius Byrd, along with big tight end Jordon 
Corbin. A possible eventual replacement for JaMarcus Russell is Rivals250 
quarterback Jarrett Lee, who has good speed and size. He has accounted for 
more than 6,000 yards of offense and 79 touchdowns the past two years, 

The defense got a boost up front with the addition of ends Kentravis 


Aubrey and Sidell Corley. Tackles Joseph Barksdale, Will Blackwell and 
Drake Nevis provide depth along the line. Three of the five are in the 
Rivals100. LSU added plenty of speed. The Tigers landed the top athlete in the 
country, Chad Jones (No. 14 overall). Jones posted 120 tackles and 

12 interceptions last season.

As usual, Texas picked up another strong recruiting class with 24 
commitments. Nineteen of those prospects committed before the end of 
‘summer. It was no surprise that Texas cleaned up in-state by keeping 12 of the 
top 20 prospects at home, including three of the top five. 

The top recruits heading to Austin are massive offensive guard Tray Allen 
and speedy cornerback Curtis Brown. The 6-4, 305-pound Allen is the No. 2 
offensive guard in the country. Meanwhile, the 6-0, 174-pound Brown is rated as 
the No. 2 comerback in the nation. In the past two seasons, he has accumulat- 
‘ed more than 2,800 yards of offense and 33 touchdowns. 

Allen will go a long way in shoring up any troubles along the offensive line. 
He'll be helped by three more linemen in Kyle Hix, Michael Huey and Aundre 
McGaskey, all of whom were ranked in the Rivals250. Other players that could 
be special for the Longhomns in the near future are athlete John Chiles, 
defensive tackle Andre Jones, wide receiver Malcolm Williams and running 
back Cody Johnson.

The Longhorns were at the top of the Big 12 

again in 2007 after a strong showing in the 2006 class. This group featured 

a number of game-changing athletes and a strong emphasis on the offensive line. 
Prospects like offensive guard Tray Allen (6-4, 305) and cornerback Curtis 
Brown led the way in the rankings, but several others like athlete/quarterback 
John Chiles (6-1, 195) could provide big early competition for playing time. 

Relying on primarily in-state talent, the Longhorns received commitments 
from four of the top offensive linemen in the Lone Star State. Along with Allen, 
Kyle Hix (6-6, 290), Michael Huey (6-5, 290) and Aundre McGaskey (6-4, 290) 
were all big needs filled early on in the process. Also on offense, the receiver was 
a top position taken with three nationally ranked recruits led by big-bodied pass- 
catcher Malcolm Williams (6-3, 205) 

Defensively, the Longhoms also replenished their defensive back group 
which needed depth. Brown leads the group, but watch out for defensive backs 
Ben Wells (6-1, 185), Christian Scott (6-0, 185), and Earl Thomas (5-10, 174) 
who could all find their way into an early role. 

liner: Tray Allen has the most natural ability of any offensive 
lineman recruited inthe class of 2007. Allen's abilty to play up and down the line 
at a number of different positions made him a national recruit. 

Sleeper: Defensive lineman Sam Acho could fit in at a number of 
different ways along the defensive line at defensive tackle or defensive end. 

He will certainly be one to watch, 

Bottom line: For the second year in a row, the Texas class led the Big 
12 and came in with the No. 5 group in the country. Again, it was a star-studded 
group that was put together relatively fast several months before Signing Day. 
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‘ment lst, which adds more intrigue to the 
quarterback race this spring and fall for the Sooners. 

Adding one of the nation’s top overall junior college players in 

linebacker Mike Reed should inject more speed and talent into a usually 
very good corps. High school linebackers Travis Lewis (6-1, 213) and Austin 
Box (6-3, 215) have the athleticism of safeties with the size to move down. 
Defensively the Sooners also added some high quality pieces at defensive back 
with prospects such as Texas players Desmond Jackson (5-11, 187) and 
Jamell Fleming (5-10, 187). 

Offensively, big needs were filed along the offensive line with top recruits 
Jason Hannan (6-4, 277) slated to play center and junior college tackle Phil 
Loadholt (6-9, 360) bringing size to the table, 

: Linebacker Reed has the big hitting style combined with 
speed that makes him intriguing fo any school, Reed could figure to be an early 
starter in his career at Oklahoma. 

Sleeper: Keep an eye on athlete Sam Proctor (6-0, 202) who fits nicely 
at the safety position. He should bring size, speed and versatility after playing 
‘several positions in high school. 

Bottom line: Coach Bob Stoops continues to attack the state of Texas 
and dominate in-state. The 2007 group was no different except that Oklahoma 
was limited in open spots and was up against stiff competition after Texas winning 
the National Championship the year before, Regardless, this is still a group that 
should produce results.

Needing to add several offensive players to the mix and add 
depth to the Gefensive line and secondary, the Huskers again signed aul ass 
The class was again focused on a healthy mix of junior college and high school 
prospects. Leading the way was in-state wide receiver Niles Paul (6-2, 210) 
along with highly recruited junior college prospects in quarterback Zac Lee 

(6-2, 200) and safety Larry Asante (6-1, 205). 

There are several recruits that could make an early impact including big back 
Quentin Castille (6-1, 234) from the Lone Star State who became one of the 
most sought-after runners in the region during his senior season. All-purpose 
back Marcus Mendoza (5-10, 175) arrived early for spring football and could 
figure into the mix in certain packages as a freshman. 

‘Adding defensive linemen to a group that lost several starters after the 2006 
season was a priority, The Huskers did that and more with three junior college 
prospects and four high school prospects. Watch out for al three jucos Shukree 
Barfield (6-4, 310), Kevin Dixon (6-3, 292) and Joseph Townsend (6-4, 295) 
as they could make for an interesting fall. 

Headliner: While several junior college recruits could see the field 
earier, receiver Paul, the nephew of Ahman Green, could be the biggest recruit in 
the long-term. His speed and size make him a valuable asset in a pro-style 
offense. 

Sleeper: Wide receiver CurenskiGilleylen (6-0, 210) has the speed to 
stretch the field. He is a player that will add a new dimension to the offense in Lincoln. 

Bottom line: Needing to add instant help in some areas and depth at 
others, the Huskers again put together a nationally recognized class for the third 
year in a row and should again find some playmakers early from the 2007 group. 


With a hole at quarterback after the departure of Paul 
Thompson, the Sooners did that and more with help on the offensive line, speed 
at the linebacker position, and a quality group of defensive backs. Oklahoma 
added former Michigan State QB recruit Keith Nichol (6-2, 196) to the commit- 
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Cowboys cap off another top class ranking in the upper half of the Big 12. 
Landing two Top 10 players in-state with defensive end Richetti Jones (6-3, 
234) and Dez Bryant (6-1, 195) helped vault the OSU class to another level. 
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Landing versatile Lone Star athlete William Cole (5-10, 165) certainly didn't 
hurt either. 

Top ranked junior college signee for the 2007 class, defensive tackle Tonga 
Tea (6-0, 315) from Utah, should make for interesting competition in Stillwater. 
Also watch out for defensive tackle Ahmad Jones (6-2, 319) from Silsbee, Texas 
who is well above his peers physically in stature. 

There could be some nice surprises on the OSU commitment list. Running 
back Kendall Hunter (5-9, 185) didn’t get as much attention because of his size, 
but his speed is special. Receiver Hubert Anyiam (6-0, 163) from the North 
Texas area could find his way onto the field early because of his ball skills and 
elusiveness. What linebacker Marcus Richardson (5-10, 199) lacks in size, 
he makes up in football ability and speed. 

Jeadliner: Bryant was one of the better receiver prospects in the 
country and OSU definitely pulled off one of the biggest recruiting coups with his 
signature on Signing Day. Watch for him to get in the mix often at OSU as early 
as this fall. 

Sleeper: Defensive end Jamie Blatnick (6-3, 245) may be the toughest 
to project, but there is potential there. He could stay outside or move inside to 
tackle and be a force. 

Bottom line: Oklahoma State is quickly becoming a force fo be 
reckoned with in the state of Texas (for both in-state and out-of-state schools). 
Coach Mike Gundy's approach to using the Lone Star State as an “extended 


backyard” is obviously paying off and should translate into wins.

j + __]Putting together a mix of junior college and high schoo! 
players, the Buffaloes put together a solid class. Much of their success was due 
to picking up the state’s top prospect, Littleton (Colo.) Columbine offensive tackle 
Ryan Miller (6-6, 278). The Buffaloes also added top athletes in junior college 
running back P.T. Gates (5-11, 195) and nationally recruited high school receiver 
Markques Simas (6-1, 198). Both should add electricity to the Buffs’ offense. 

Colorado also added several key pieces to the puzzle by hitting the junior 
college ranks in order to fill gaps. One of those top prospects was defensive end 
Drew Hudgins (6-5, 240). With a chance to play early, Hudgins will bring his 
pass-rushing skill to the table and possibly bring instant impact. Versatile athlete 
Anthony Wright (6-0, 180) is slated to play safety at the next level and he's 
‘a guy who had experience on both sides ofthe ballin high school. 

Another name that fell under the radar was junior college defensive tackle 
Chris Perri (6-4, 265) who was highly recruited on the Pacific coast. Perri looks 
to also help add depth to the inside positions as a three-technique. 

Headliner: No matter which way you slice it, offensive tackle Miller 
signing with Colorado was one of the bigger pickups in recent years for the Buffs. 
His frame, size, and strength is rare at his age. 

Sleeper: Perti, the junior college defensive tackle, didn’t receive the 
loftiest ranking on a national level, but his late interest from top programs and 
great size makes him a steal. 

Bottom line: The involvement of head coach Dan Hawkins in the 
recruiting class for 2007 certainly made a big difference. Hawkins was more 
involved than almost every other head coach in the conference. He was also 
key in keeping the top in-state player, Miller, home. 


Landing four of the Top 10 prospects in-state and going into 
Texas and California helped the 2007 class for the Tigers leave its mark. The 
Tigers stayed at home to pick up prospects ranked in the top five for the Show 
Me State, defensive end Michael Keck (6-5, 215) and running back Derrick 
Washington (5-11, 194). Keck, though rated as a defensive end, has the speed 
and versatility to see time in the role of a linebacker. He also has the potential to 
(grow into a pass-rushing defensive end. Washington was considered the best 
running back in the state. 

Defensive tackle Andy Maples (6-3, 300) could come from the junior 
college ranks and make an impact early for the Tigers. Highly ranked athlete 
Gilbert Moye from Texas will get a starting look at quarterback, but has the 
athleticism to move to receiver or even a defensive position. 


The linebacker and defensive back positions got big boosts. Picking up 
Flint (Mich.) Carman-Ainsworth linebacker George White (6-2, 252) late along 
with Keck helps bolster the numbers at that position. At defensive back, 
Pasadena (Calif.) City College safety Justin Garrett (6-2, 200) is ready to 
possibly step in and help immediately. 

Headliner: The top in-state signee, defensive endllinebacker Keck, 
is oozing with potential. He could grow into a defensive end, or be a force at the 
linebacker position. 

Sleeper: Keep close watch on Texas-bom receiver Kendall Irving 
(6-10, 175). An ACL injury slowed him as a senior, but he'll be the only new 
feceiver coming in August. 

Bottom line: The Tigers did well in-state landing two of the state’s top 
tunning backs and filling several needs on defense with prospects like Keck. The 
linebacker and defensive line positions got the most impact power, but prospects 
like Moye could end up being big-time weapons on offense for the Tigers whether 
he lines up at quarterback or receiver. 


Kansas State 


\With the exception of Texas, the Wildcats started faster than 
almost every other Big 12 team in putting together commitments for the class of 
2007. Starting in-state and working out, Kansas State found solid prospects in 
Missouri, Florida and Texas to fill the group. Two prospects expected to find their 
way on the field early include athlete Lamark Brown (6-3, 215) and junior 
college defensive back Gary Chandler (5-11, 186). 

Brown's size and physical nature makes him look like a linebacker, but he 
looks to be on the offensive side of the ball at receiver first. Chandler was on 
campus for spring practice and looks to make an early move on the strong safety 
position. Junior college linebacker Chris Patterson (6-3, 215) originally signed 
with Oklahoma out of high school, but could see early time in his career at KSU 
depending on development. 

At the high school level, KSU could see several early starters, Chicago 
defensive tackle Xzavier Stewart (6-1, 275) is an aggressive defender who 
could make early noise at the nose tackle spot. Also keep an eye on in-state 
quarterback Tysyn Hartman (6-2, 190) who may not see the field right away, 
but has athleticism to play other positions. 

Headliner: Though a few junior college players could fit into the mix 
earlier, Brown's athleticism combined with his size makes him a prospect to 
watch. A big thick high school senior, Brown still showed flashes of coverage 
ability and balll skills. 

Sleeper: No one fell farther under the radar in the Dallas Metroplex last 
year than receiver Danny Hogan (6-2, 190). Kansas State found a diamond in 
the rough with this speedy pass-catcher. 

Bottom line: Though the Kansas State class of 2007 didn't rank 
‘among the nation’s top classes, what it helped with was filing needs. Ron Prince 
again used talent-rich states like Texas and California, along with the junior 
College ranks, to fill holes and depth to several positions. Making Kansas and 
Missouri was a priority as well 


Texas A&M 


|Though it didn’t appear to be as high quality-wise as previous 
years, the Aggies still signed a class with some talented prospects on both sides 
of the football. Running back Bradley Stephens (5-10, 185) made an early 
‘commitment to the Aggies back in February of 2006 and held a national list of 
scholarship offers. Stephens rushed for more than 5,000 yards in his junior and 
senior years combined. 

Linebacker Derrick Stephens (6-3, 220) is also a true inside linebacker with 
the ability make an early name for himself. A hybrid player, Von Miller (6-3, 210) 
could be an outside linebacker or a defensive end as his college career moves 
along, Athlete Brandon Williams (6-4, 215) is versatile. Playing quarterback in 
high school, Williams will make a quality safety or linebacker. 

The defensive line got big time help from prospects like Brandon Joiner 
(6-3, 220) and Michael Ebbitt (6-5, 245). On offense, receiver Roger Holland 
(5-11, 180) is a big time sleeper and quarterback Ryan Tannehill (6-4, 195) has 
the tools to be a great dual-threat signal caller. Tight end Frank Avery (6-4, 230) 
could also be a player who shines late in his career. 
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Headliner: Running back Stephens is certainly the top prospect 
brought in for the 2007 class. With a top cast of backs already on campus, 
Stephens will add to the list. 

Sleeper: Offensive lineman Daniel Baker (6-6, 285) is just one of 
several sleepers in the class, but his potential may be the highest. Baker has 
versatility to line up in several spots up front and has experience at center. 

Bottom line: Regardless of national ranking, the Aggies still managed 
to add some national recruits on defense and a top running back in Stephens. 
Several names could emerge later in their careers and show the kind of talent 
that their rankings may not indicate.

i [Signing a well-rounded class, Kansas continues to build their 
program with heavy focus in-state and also on talented states such as Texas and 
Oklahoma. As a staff, the Jayhawks continue to impress with their evaluations of 
the junior college ranks. Defensive back Ryan Murphy (5-10, 171) was the No. 3 
rated player in Kansas and another huge pickup for the Jayhawks in the second- 
ary, Junior college safety Patrick Resby (6-2, 195) could also be in the early mix. 

Replacing All-Big 12 performer and running back Jon Comish wasn't going 
to be easy, but some solid players were added to the running back position. East 
‘Texas runner Carmen Boyd-Anderson (6-1, 200) was one of the bigger steals 
in the Lone Star State. Boyd-Anderson's power running style with deceptive 
speed makes him a real find. Linebacker Drew Dudley arrived at Kansas in the 
spring and benefitted from learning the system early 

Other prospects who could surprise include receiver Dezmon Briscoe 
(6-2, 180) and junior college offensive guard Chet Hartley (6-4, 310). Briscoe 
is a long-striding receiver who has great hands. 

Headliner: Defensive back Murphy quickly moved up the charts as one 
of the top secondary prospects in the region. He has offensive and defensive 
‘experience from high schoo! and should compliment the already talented group 
well in Lawrence. 

Sleeper: Nobody knew much about sleeper linebacker Justin Springer 
(6-4, 220) playing in a lesser known area of Texas. However, his size and highlight 
film proves that he may be one of the bigger sleepers in the Big 12. 

Bottom line: The class didn't rank as high nationally as the 2006 
group, but this may be the more productive one when it's all said and done. Top 
prospects like Murphy combined with diamonds in the rough like Springer will 
make this group one of the more fun to watch in the coming years. 


|The recruiting class for the Red Raiders didn’t start incredibly 
fast in 2007, but was another full year both in quantity and quality much like the 
2006 group. With needs on both the offensive and defensive line along with skill 
position players, Mike Leach and his staff answered the call and put together 
another fine group. 

Top in-state prospects, receiver Jacob Amie (6-4, 224) and offensive tackle 
Lonnie Edwards (6-5, 305) lead the group. Amie’s size looks like he’s built for 
the tight end spot, but he has the athleticism to make big plays as a receiver in 
Leach's high-powered offense, Edwards was one of seven offensive linemen 
taken in the group. 

The Red Raiders also locked up a quarterback for the second year in a row. 
This time Tech went out of state to find Little Rock, Ark., signal-caller Stefan 
Loucks (6-2, 185). Amie was one of five receivers brought in to compliment 
Loucks. Detron Lewis (6-0, 190) may have flown under the radar, but is a solid 
route runner. 

Defensive linemen were also a focus and the Red Raiders certainly added 
several early impact guys to the position. Seven prospects in all were added at 
either the tackle or end spots. In-state prospects like David Neill (6-5, 244) and 
Tyrone Sonier (6-2, 225) may have the brightest futures further down the road 
in their careers. 

Headliner: Edwards, the highest ranked of the prospects in the 2007 
class, has alll the tools. Once he leams e offense, he could be an early impact 
type of prospect at tackle, 

Sleeper: No one knew much about Bobby Agoucha (6-4, 300) after 


Moving from Houston to the state of Oklahoma. The find in this prospect will add 
depth early to a shallow defensive tackle corps 
Bottom line: With the focus heavily on the lines, Texas Tech was 
‘successful in adding more depth to their defensive and offensive tackle spots. 
In an offense where there can't be enough quality receivers, the Red Raiders 
found a big time playmaker in Amie and possibly another star in the making at 
the quarterback spot. 


New coach Gene Chizik took the position at lowa State and 
had to come in to finish the majority of the work for the 2007 recruiting class with 
just seven prospect on board at that time. He hit the ground running and that led 
to some big pieces to the puzzle. The star of the class is junior college all- 
purpose back Jamicah Bass (6-1, 210) who picked up scholarship offers from 
all over the country before inking with lowa State. 

At the high school level, the Cyclones went into Nebraska to add dual-threat 
quarterback Phillip Bates (6-2, 189) fo the equation. Bates continues to grow as 
a passer and can change a game with his running ability. In-state, the Cyclones 
faired well by landing linebacker Fabian Brown (6-3, 230). ISU also continued 
their tradition of recruiting some highly recruited prospects in Texas like offensive 
tackle Kelechi Osemele (6-5, 298). 

At the junior college level, the Cyclones added solid prospects like receiver 
Wallace Franklin (6-3, 175), who signed with Nebraska out of high school, 
Offensive guard Joe Blaes (6-2, 290) and defensive end Chris Lyle (6-4, 255) 
also highlight the junior college group. 

Headliner: The addition of running back Bass from the junior college 
Tanks was a big one. The Florida native will have three years to play two and 
looks to make an early impact in the Big 12 North, 

Sleeper: There are several sleepers in the group who could surprise, 
but one important one is defensive tackle Jerrod Black (6-2, 280). The 
sophomore starter in high school is smart and strong at his position, 

Bottom line: This class was a combination of work from two coaching 
staffs with coach Gene Chizik taking the reigns of the football program after Dan 
McCamey resigned his post. Regardless, there is still a lot to like about the 
group, including playmakers on offense and some possible sleepers on defense. 
Considering the circumstances, it was a solid group for ISU. 


The Bears started off as one of the hotter teams in the country 
for recruiting early on in the 2007 class. Though there were some losses late, 
Baylor still managed to assemble a solid group with several big surprises down 
the stretch. None was bigger than linebacker Earl Patin (6-1, 228) hailing from 
Baton Rouge (La.) Souther Lab. The two-time all-state selection could have 

a bright career that starts early in Waco as an inside run-stopper with speed, 

One of the bigger early impact guys will be quarterback John David Weed 
(6-5, 225) who came from the junior college ranks. When Baylor lost a quarter- 
back commitment late to Texas, Weed filled the gab and will fight for a spot this 
spring. The offensive line was another strong suit in the 2007 class. 

The Bears added three of the more highly recruited offensive linemen in 
the state of Texas with Courtney Green (6-4, 285), Anthony Morgan (6-3, 335) 
and John Jones (6-4, 310). The linebacker position, along with Patin, should 
be strong with newcomers Chris Francis (5-10, 213) and sleeper Antonio 
Johnson (6-1, 200). 

Headliner: There is no question that Patin is the jewel of the class. His 
instincts and athleticism as just a high school player make him a huge pickup for 
the group. 

Sleeper: Saiety V.J. McElroy is extremely athletic and spent most of his 
high school career at quarterback. His father was a standout at Baylor and in the 
NFL and the younger son has that kind of potential down the line. 

Bottom line: Considered the best class in the Guy Morris era, the 
Bears were able to fil their needs going into the year including a quarterback, 
depth along the offensive line, and speed to the defense. The athleticism alone of 
the team should go up a notch with this effort. 


PICKING THE BIG 12 


And the North Shall Rise Again!? 


nd the favorite to win the 2007 
A® 12 Conference championship is ... 
Nebraska? 

That far-fetched prediction is brought 
to you by the Committee to Save the Big 
12 North. 

In some corners of the Big 12, the Huskers 
are seen as legitimate challengers to the 
South's domination of the conference in 
recent seasons. South Division teams have 
won the past three conference champi- 
onships and four of the past five. 

South teams went 13-5 against northem 
clubs in 2006, and three of those losses were 
by South doormat Baylor. 

Yet, some observers contend the competi- 
tive gap between North and South is narrow- 
ing. They point to Kansas State’s shocking 
upset of Texas last November that knocked 


the Longhorns out of the national champi- 
onship hunt. Nebraska also saved some 
Northem face by rallying for a one-point vic- 
tory at Texas A&M. 

The Huskers made it to the conference 
championship game in their third season 
under Bill Callahan. Oklahoma scored a 21-7 
victory, but the outcome was much more 
competitive than in the two previous seasons 
when Oklahoma and Texas won by a com- 
bined score of 112-6. 

There's no question that Nebraska and 
Missouri, which figures to challenge the 
Huskers for the North Division champi- 
onship, are more capable of competing with 
the best of the South. The Huskers have 
closed the talent chasm that existed when 
Callahan took over the program. Missouri, 
with its high-powered offense, should be able 
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to hang with almost any team. 

But is it realistic to think either of those 
teams can challenge Texas or Oklahoma? 
Texas A&M, with 15 starters back, appears 
better equipped to make a title run than 
either the Huskers or Missouri. 

That's not to say the South's best teams 
lack issues. 

‘Texas must rebuild the middle of its offen- 
sive line, and the Longhorns’ pass defense 
(atrocious as it was at times in 2006) lost 
three of four starters. On the plus side for the 
Longhorns is quarterback Colt McCoy, superb 
as a freshman last season, a solid runner in 
Jamaal Charles, and the best receiving corps 
since Mack Brown took over the program. 

“We made progress in the spring, but we 
still have question marks about the second- 
ary and the offensive line,” Brown said.

But the Sooners will have 
anew quarterback — junior Joey Halzle, red- 
shirt freshmen Sam Bradford or true fresh- 
man Keith Nichol. 

Oklahoma's defense has holes to fill at 
linebacker and on the edge, but the second- 
ary is overloaded with talent and the special 
teams are the best in the league. 

Texas A&M needs to find playmakers on 
defense, but suffers no shortage of them on 
offense. Quarterback Stephen McGee directs 
an offense that has experience up front and 
talent at the skill positions. 

Nebraska figures to replace All-Big 12 
quarterback Zac Taylor with Arizona State 
transfer Sam Keller. Hell operate behind 
a much-improved offensive line and will 
throw to an experienced group of receivers.

With quarterback Bobby Reid, wide receiv- 
er Adarius Bowman and running back 
Dantrell Savage, OSU is billing itself as “the 
most powerful offense in the world.” No such 
claims are being made about the defense, 
for good reason.

ICAA's decision to push kickoffs 

back to the 30-yard line has earth-shak- 
ing ramifications. 

Texas head football coach Mack Brown 
said, “it might change college football as 
much as any rule change in a long time.” 

Tt will add excitement to the game, 
Oklahoma coach Bob Stoops said. 

Kicking off from the 30, Oklahoma 
State associate head coach Joe DeForest 
said, will require teams to change their 
whole approach to kickoff coverage and 
yetums. 

“You're going to see more starters on 
those units,” DeForest said. “It’s exciting 
because you know it will open the game 
up. The glass is half empty and half full. 
It's a little scary if you have to coach 
both units.”

More kickoff retums would tend to 
create better field position, which can 
be expected to lead to more scoring. 

“You can be kicking from the 30 into 
a wind, and a return man could catch it 
at the 20 and end up at the 40- or 
50-yard line to start,” Brown said. 

“If you ask our defensive coaches 
about it, they throw up. If you ask our 
offensive coaches, they're pumped.” 

Tt might, however, carry a cost. 

“You worry about more opportunity 
for injury,” Stoops said, “because those 
are high-impact plays.” 

Two other rule changes revert to rules 
used in 2005: The clock will start on the 
snap following a change of possession, 
and the clock will start on kickoffs only 
when the ball is legally touched on the 
field of play (rather than when it is 
kicked).

Comell Jackson faces an imposing 
task as he takes over coaching Baylor's 
running backs. The Bears ranked last in 
the nation in rushing in 2006, averaging 
a measly 40.2 yards per game. 

“We've made more of a commitment to 
working on it in practice,” said Baylor 


coach Guy Morris. 

“We hammered on them every day 
how we had to toughen up and get bet- 
ter. They had to submit to it because 
they didn’t have much choice.” 

At Kansas, the Jayhawks also are try- 
ing to improve an aspect of their game 
that ranked as the nation’s worst. 
No Division I-A team gave up more pass- 
ing yards (269.1 per game) than Kansas 
in 2006. 

“We've had some quarterbacks back 
there who could have read the newspa- 
per and had a cup of coffee and then 
thrown the ball,” Mangino said during 
spring drills. “I think we need to 
improve in the secondary, but your best 
pass defense is a pass rush. That is 
a high priority with us.”

**Colorado switched last season's 


starting quarterback, Bernard Jackson, 
toa “slash” position to play receiver and 
running back, along with some quarter- 
back-run plays. 

**All-Big 12 cornerback Aqib Talib, 
who intercepted six passes for Kansas 
last season, saw duty at wide receiver 
during the spring.

M alcolm Kelly has compiled the best numbers 
for a two-year receiver in Oklahoma history,

The Sooners return 13 of the 14 players that 
caught passes last season, and that would have been 
14 of 14 had Adrian Peterson not made an early exit 
to the NFL, At 6-4, 213, Kelly is a big target, but he 
also possesses acrobatic athleticism. 

Adarius Bowman is the league's best big-play 
receiver, and he believes he'll be more effective 
‘minus the dozen or so pounds he lost while playing 
basketball last season as a walk-on for the Cowboys. 
Bowman averaged 19.7 yards on his 60 catches last 
season, and the emergence of young receivers could 
make him even more dangerous.

Texas beat Oklahoma 28-10 in the Red River Shootout, as freshman 
Colt McCoy threw two touchdown passes in the second half. Cornerback 
Aaron Ross pounced on a fumbled lateral for a touchdown and then 
ended OU's final two drives with interceptions. 

That was supposed to be that. 

Yep ... Texas sure was cruising to the Big 12 Championship Game 
(and the presumptive league title), right until the part where neck and 
shoulder injuries hit McCoy late in the regular season. Kansas State and 
Texas A&M pounced for narrow victories in the final two games of the 
regular season, handing the South to Oklahoma, with one league loss. 

In the North, Nebraska took control with a 34-20 victory over 
Missouri on Nov. 4, clinching the division a week later with a come- 
from-behind 28-27 decision at Texas A&M. 


THE CHAMPION 

Oklahoma was never in the national title discussion, stung with two 
defeats by the first week of October (even if the Sooner Nation still 
refuses to recognize that robbed-by-replay game at Oregon). 

If not national championship timber, the 2006 Sooners were resilient, 
getting solid play from Paul Thompson after quarterback Rhett Bomar 
was kicked off the team in the offseason, and going 7-0 when star 
running back Adrian Peterson was out with injury. 

For all the good things, such as the fourth Big 12 championship in 
seven seasons, the 11-3 Sooners might be remembered most for the 
losses — the controversy in Oregon and the wild overtime Fiesta Bowl 
against Boise State. 


THE STARS: 

Offensive Player of the Year: Zac Taylor, QB, Nebraska 

The clearest sign yet that these aren't the same old Cornhuskers. 
Taylor took control of Bill Callahan's West Coast offense, leading North 
champ Nebraska to a No. 14 rating in total offense. He completed 233 of 
391 passes for 3,197 yards with 26 touchdowns and eight interceptions. 

Defensive Player of the Year: Rufus Alexander, LB, Oklahoma 

The Sooners have had two Butkus Award winners in the past six 
seasons — Rocky Calmus (2001) and Teddy Lehman (2003) — 
and Alexander wasn't far off their pace. He made 118 tackles, 
including 12 for loss, and caused four fumbles. 

Coach of the Year: Bob Stoops, Oklahoma 

Stoops kept the team together through offseason problems, a contro- 
versial loss, a setback against its chief rival, and an injury to his biggest 
star, In all, it might have been his best coaching job, which is saying 
something as this is his third conference Coach of the Year award. 


THE BOWLS 

Consider that only three Big 12 teams were not bowi eligible ... which 
means nine of the dozen teams had a .500 season or better. That, however, 
speaks to the weakness of the league's non-conference schedule (18-1 against 
Sun Belt or non-Division I-A opponents; but just 6-12 against foes from BCS 
leagues). The postseason highlights had to be Texas Tech's amazing 31-point 
comeback against Minnesota, and OSU's rally to victory over Alabama.

The 2006 season often was 
spectacular for Texas Tech. 
quarterback Graham Harrell. 

‘Taking control of the Red Raiders’ 
video-game passing offense for the 

- first time, Harrell set a Tech sopho- 
more record with 4,555 passing 
yards, threw for 38 touchdowns, 
and led the team to the biggest 
bow! rally in Division I-A history. 

It was also the year that Harrell 

-got booed by his home fans. 

In a 38-21 home loss to Missouri 
in early October, he y two, 
early interceptions retumed for 
touchdowns, lost three fumbles 
and left the field at Jones Stadium 
to a chorus of catcalls. 

If it’s any consolation, the Red 
Raiders — who finished 8-5 for 
their poorest record since 2003 — 
weren't the only Big 12 team 
strapped onto the young quarter- 
back rollercoaster. Seven teams in 
the league were guided by either 
a freshman or sophomore quarter- 
back in his first full season as 


a full-time starter. 

That's a big reason why Harrell 
can choose to view his best-of- 
times, worst-of-times sophomore 
season ina philosophical light. 

“T have been playing for a year, 
and I learned a lot,” said Harrell, 
the first non-senior to start at 
quarterback for Tech since 2001. 
“We had our ups and downs in 
that year, but that’s part of it. 
Coming into this year, I think 
‘we are all excited.” 

Same goes for much of the rest 
of the Big 12. 

No position can determine the 
fortunes of a football team quite 

"like quarterback. Have a good one, 
and you're bound to enjoy success. 
Have a bad one, and you're in for 
disappointment. 

Have a young one, and you're 
apt to endure a little bit of both. 

To wit: 

Kansas State. The Wildcats handed 
the ball to true freshman Josh 
Freeman five games into the season.

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He was almost flawless in leading 
K-State to a 45-42 upset of Texas in 
the second-to-last week of the 
regular season. Just a week later, 
however, Freeman coughed up a 
hairball in the form of six tumovers 
in a 39-20 loss to rival Kansas. 

Texas A&M. Behind sophomore 
Stephen McGee, the Aggies won 
eight of their first nine games and 
later broke a seven-year drought 
against archrival Texas. They also 
dropped three conference games 
by a combined six points and got 
steamrolled in the Holiday Bowl 
by California, 45-10. 

Oklahoma State. Sophomore 
Bobby Reid was good enough one 
week to engineer a 41-29 victory 
over Nebraska. The next, he was 
erratic in a 36-10 loss at Texas, 
completing just 11 of 28 passes for 
123 yards and two interceptions. 

The list of good and bad from the 
Big 12’s stable of young guns — 
Texas’ Colt McCoy, Missouri’s Chase 
Daniel and Kansas’ Kerry Meier — 
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goes on and on. 

Inexperience at the quarterback 
position was a primary reason the 
Big 12 struggled through an up- 
and-down campaign last year. The 
league was 0-10 against out-of-con- 
ference foes that finished the sea- 
son ranked in the Associated Press 
Top 25. Only three Big 12 teams — 
Texas, Oklahoma State and Texas 
Tech — won a bowl game. 

“Any time a division or a confer- 
ence is starting over at quarter- 
back, it adds a little air of uncer- 
tainty to what’s going to happen, 
as opposed to having the Vince 
Youngs, the Reggie McNeals, the 
Brad Smiths and all those kinds 
of people back,” Texas A&M coach 
Dennis Franchione said. 

“That is a story that has to 
develop as the season goes on, 
moreso than maybe in other years.” 

It is little coincidence that the 
teams that reached the Big 12 title 
game last year — Oklahoma and 
Nebraska — did so with senior 
signal callers. 

Game experience seems to be an 
unflinching prerequisite for success. 
Texas’ McCoy seemed to be the 
notable exception to the rule last 
year, taking over for Longhorn leg- 
end Vince Young and throwing for 

2,570 yards and a national fresh-

In a 10-3 season, two of Texas’ 
losses came with its rookie quar- 
terback sidelined by or hampered 
by a pinched nerve in his neck and 
shoulder. 

Other teams in the Big 12 saddled 
with young signal callers could not 
count on such consistency. 

In the wake of the Big 12's 
mercurial 2006 season, the great- 
est cause for optimism among 
many teams is this: 

The freshmen who started at 
quarterback are now sophomores. 
The sophomores are now juniors. 

“There's no question there's 
a growth at the quarterback posi- 
tion that is unique,” Texas offen- 
sive coordinator Greg Davis said. 
“You can’t give them experience 
on the practice field. As they play, 
they grow, and it should be reflect- 
ed in their team’s play.” 

Some of those quarterbacks 
appear poised on the precipice 
of greatness. 

McCoy, of course, stands at the 
head of that list. He fought off 
Jevan Snead, a more highly touted 
true freshman, for the starting job 
coming out of summer drills and 
never looked back. By season's 
end, he had gained National 
Freshman of the Year honors.

Snead has since transferred to 
Ole Miss in search of a clearer path 
to playing time. McCoy, meanwhile, 
ought to enter the upcoming sea- 
son somewhere on the list of 
potential candidates for the 
Heisman Trophy. 

“Coming into (last) year, I knew 
Td be all right,” said McCoy, the 
only freshman in Texas history 
to lead his team to 10 victories. 
“But you have to earn the respect 
of your teammates and coaches. 
You have to make them believe.” 

The Longhorns believe in McCoy 
now. 

“It's his team from a quarterback 
standpoint,” Texas coach Mack 
Brown said. “Last year, he was 
competing for a job. This year, he 
is much more confident with our 
football team.” 

Fans in other Big 12 outposts — 
from College Station to Columbia, 
Lawrence to Lubbock and points in 
between — are hoping to see simi- 
lar strides in their quarterbacks 
this season. 

They hope to see inexperience 
transformed into experience, 
rookie mistakes transformed 
into veteran know-how. 

And, in the case of Harrell at

“Almost from the day he arrived at 

Texas in December of 1997, Brown has 
eamed a reputation across the state 
as the king of early recruiting. 

He was the guy targeting high 
school juniors when everybody else 
He was the guy getting commitments 
from players nearly a full calendar 

syear before they could actually sign 
a binding letter of intent. 

So if Brown really had been enter- 
taining an army of prepubescent 
recruits barely out of Underoos, well, 
nobody would have been surpriséd. 

But just to set the zetord straight: 
Brown has no plans in near future to 
begin offering j junior high kids. Right” ~ 
Tow, he won't even offer high school

¢ > However in fodays recruiting game,

It's enough to make the man who prac- 
fically-inyented the art of speed recruit- 
ing to’ want t6 tap the brakes a bit.

With the recruiting process seeming” ~ 
ly permanently stuck on fast forward, 
coaching staffs are almost forced to 
evaluate players who, in some cases, 
have yet to play a varsity game. 

“As a result,” Brown said, “I think well 
see some more mistakes being made.” 

That is the risk in this brave new 
world of early recruiting in the state 
of Texas, a monster that Brown helped 
to create. If it means out-Texasing 
‘Texas, most coaches seem happy to 
live with it. 

Pioneered by the likes of Penn 
State's Joe Paterno and Ohio State's 
John Cooper, the concept of early 
recruiting has its roots in the early 
1990s. Neither could have quite~ — — — 
.- -etivisioned the process moving along 
as rapidly as it does now. 

To wit: On Feb. 7, Brown welcomed 
“the fold, 2 25-member crop ranked 
among the Top 5 nationally. Most of that 
class had been in the bag since August. 

Three days later, Brown hosted the 
Longhorns’ annual junior day. Before 
that day ended, he had locked up 


commitments from nine of the state’s 
most heralded juniors, a mere 
362 days before signing day 2008.

Sam Keller does not lack for confi- 
dence, 

Following a solid performance in 
Nebraska’s spring game — the one 
and only chance Husker fans have 
had a chance to assess whether 
the quarterback is as good as his 
hype — Keller was asked to 
critique his effort. 

“T graded out at probably at an 
A-minus or a B-plus,” Keller said. 
“T feel good.” 

And if Keller feels good, the Husker 
Nation does, too. After all, Nebraska 
fans have been waiting since last 
August for the day when Bill Callahan 
hands the strong-armed Keller the keys 
to the West Coast offense and turns 
him loose on the Big 12 Conference. 

But if Keller is the people's choice 
to replace All-Big 12 quarterback 
Zac Taylor, he isn’t yet Callahan's. The 
way Callahan sees it, Keller and junior 
Joe Ganz came out of the spring in 
a dead heat for the No. 1 job. 

They will continue the competition 
in preseason camp, with a starter to 
be named shortly before the Huskers’ 
season-opening game against Nevada. 

It might be difficult to imagine that 
Keller won't win the competition. The 
Arizona State transfer has just one 
season of eligibility remaining, and he 
has the physical tools to put smiles on 
the faces of pro scouts. 

What Ganz has is experience gained 
from serving as Taylor's backup the 
past two seasons as well as a quiet 
confidence that won't allow him to 
concede the job without a fight. 

In the Huskers’ spring game, Ganz 
completed 11 of 18 passes for 
157 yards and a touchdown. Keller, 
who also worked with the first-team 
offense against the No. 2 and No. 3 
defenses, was 10 of 13 for 193 yards 
and a touchdown. 

“I thought it looked pretty even to 
me,” Ganz said. “But maybe that’s just 
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my sense of reality.” 

Keller's take? 
“Tm confident that it’s my job,” he said. 
“T know Joe feels the same way.” 
It probably would be Ganz’s had it not been 
for an unexpected twist that sent Keller 
bolting from Arizona State last August. 

In three seasons as a Sun Devil, Keller 
played in 20 games, including the first 
seven of the 2005 season as the starter. 
He averaged 309 yards in those seven 
starts, throwing for 20 touchdowns. 
Sixteen of those scores came in 
the first four games, including 
four in a loss to Louisiana 
State in which he threw for 


Keller said. 

A thumb injury ended hi 
season after seven games, 
and a coaching decision 


in a wild turn of events. 

Sun Devils’ head coach Dirk 
Koetter named Keller the starter 
in fall camp, only to reverse his 
decision the next day after meeting 
with the team’s senior leader council. 

The job went to Rudy Carpenter, and 
Keller went school shopping. He wound 
up at Nebraska, where he spent last fall 
running the scout team. 

The 6-4, 230-pound Keller appears to be 
the perfect fit for Callahan's offense. It flour- 
ished under the leadership of Taylor the past 
two seasons as the Huskers finished 2006 
yanked in the Top 25 nationally in the four

Morriss Continues to Search for Right Combinations 


uy Morriss isn’t ready to start over 
from scratch, 

But after four consecutive losing 
seasons, and a particularly frustrating 
ending last year, the Baylor head coach 
was certainly open to changes. 

When the offseason dust settled, 
Morriss had five new assistant coaches, 
including his third defensive coordinator 
in five years, and an offense committed to 
being more physical. 

More than anything, Morriss wants 
the Bears to avoid a repeat of last year’s 
slide, when they lost their last three 
games by an average of 31 points after 
losing starting quarterback Shawn Bell, 

“We had a young quarterback come 
in, and the people around him didn’t do 
enough to help him and take some of the 
pressure off him,” Morriss said. 

“And it’s not just an offensive problem. 
The special teams were pitiful down the 
stretch, the defense didn’t play well enough, 
and we didn't coach good enough.” 

Morriss made changes, firing special 
teams coordinator Chris Lancaster and 
receivers coach Harold Jackson, a long- 
time friend. He lost two other assistants 
to the NFL, including defensive coordi- 
nator Bill Bradley. Recruiting coordinator 
Wes McGriff went to Miami after a short 
pit stop at Kansas State. 

Second-year offensive coordinator 
Lee Hays takes over the quarterback- 
coaching duties because Wes Phillips left 
to join his dad, Wade, with the Dallas 
Cowboys. 

With Bell gone, Hays has a wide-open 
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field of candidates that includes transfers 
Michael Machen and John David Weed, 
sophomore Blake Szymanski and redshirt 
freshman Tyler Beatty. 

“The good thing about it is I've got 
a bunch, and they're all pretty solid,” 
Hays said. 

“The sad part is 


sa rep-based system, 
and I can only go with so many. If a kid 
won't work for me, I've got no problem. 
But they all work pretty hard. They all 
deserve a shot. I wouldn't be surprised if 
there’s not a starter named until the end 
of two-a-days.” 

Hays’ main objective is making the 
spread-formation offense he brought 
with him from Division II West Texas 
A&M more physical, 

“People talk about the spread being 
finesse,” Hays said. “No offense is finesse 
unless your players believe it’s finesse, If 
that ball is handed off, those receivers 
need to be smacking somebody down the 
field and abusing that guy. 

“And if you get smashed, get up and 
come back again. But don't stand around or 
look like a 90-year-old lady getting beat.” 


OFFENSE 

Whatever happens at quarterback, the 
Bears have to make improvements to 
a line that allowed 36 sacks last season. 

Arizona State transfer J.D. Walton 
takes over at center and joins returning 
starters Jason Smith, Dan Gay and Chad 
Smith. If sophomore Thad Boatner steps 
up at right tackle, the line should be sig- 
nificantly better. 
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“Last year we were just trying to get 
out of the huddle and get to the line of 
scrimmage,” Morriss said. “Now, they've 
gota good grasp for it and how important 
the little things are.” 

A better line could also be the key to 
an improved running game. The Bears 
ranked last among 119 Division I-A 
teams last year, averaging 40.2 yards rush- 
ing per game and 2.1 per attempt. 

The negative yardage from the sacks 
didn’t help, but the Bears have to get bet- 
ter production from running backs 
Brandon Whitaker and Jay Finley. 

Whitaker’s numbers fell off drastically, 
a year after he rushed for nearly 500 yards 
and a 4.8-yard average as a sophomore. 
To keep the starting job, Whitaker will 
have to develop more of a north-and-

MICHAEL MACHEN 


Traveling Man at 
End of the Road 


Michael Machen, sometimes known 
as “Gramps” or “Old Man, is a 25- 
year-old quarterback who took many 
winding roads to end up at Baylor. 

He's thrilled with this destination. 
The 6-6, 240-pound transfer from 
Kent State came out of the spring as 
the No. 1 quarterback. 

“There's not a lot of people that 
could just pick up shop and move 
like I have,” Machen said. 

“Im not going to give up after all 
I've gone through. It’s been a long 
road, but this has been my best 


opportunity of any of the places I've 
been. It’s not really revenge. I just 
want to prove to people that have 
doubted me that I’m worthy of being 
here.” 

The road began in Mobile, Ala., 
where Machen threw for 3,000 yards 
and 25 touchdowns in his senior year 
at McGill-Toolen High School. 

His first detour was to Kissimmee, 
Fla., and Bluefield, W.Va., and wherever 
else the bus stopped when he was 
a minor league pitcher in the Atlanta 
Braves and Baltimore Orioles organiza- 
tions. 

In three years, the 14th-round draft 
pick was 8-3 with a 5.02 ERA and 
80 strikeouts in 86.1 innings. 

“I got a really good offer for where 
I was drafted,” Machen said. “When 
you're 18 years old, it's kind of hard to 
turn that down.” 

When Machen left pro baseball, he 
seemed to be stepping into the perfect sit- 
uation at the University of Alabama. But 
that was before Dennis Franchione left for 
Texas A&M and Mike Price was fired. 

Although he traveled with the team 
as a true freshman in 2003, then-head 
coach Mike Shula made it clear the 
Crimson Tide was going in another direc- 
tion. So Machen packed his bags for 
Coffeyville (Kan.) Community College. 

When Nebraska went with Zac 
Taylor, Machen headed for Kent State. 
As a sophomore starter in 2005, 
Machen threw for 2,078 yards and 
11 touchdowns for a 1-10 team. When 
he broke his collarbone in preseason 
drills the next year, coaches “took the 
offense in another direction.” 

That's when the road took him to 
Waco, Texas, where Machen elevated 
above a crowded quarterback situation 
this spring. Offensive coordinator Lee 
Hays raves about Machen’s arm. 

“I wish I had longer (than one 
year),” Machen said. “This is a great 
offense, especially for the numbers you 
can put up. Obviously the Big 12 is 
rough. But if you can do it in this con- 
ference, you can do it anywhere.” 

Machen should know. He's already 
been everywhere. 


Junior walk-on Caleb Allen won the 
punting and kicking jobs almost by 
default in the spring. But the Bears will 
add freshman kickers Derek Epperson 
and Shea Brewster this summer and were 
still looking for a junior college transfer 
with proven experience. 

Of Baylor's 17 fumbles last season, eight 
of them came on kick returns. That num- 
ber has to be reduced if not eliminated. 


SCHEDULE ANALYSIS

OFFENSE 

The Mean Green will have a new look 
in 2007. First-year head coach Todd 
Dodge, a Texas high school coaching leg- 
end, was hired to replace Darrell Dickey, 
whose offensive approach was centered 
on the run and play-action passing.

offense that might be especially tricky for 
the rest of the league to defend. 

The key will be at quarterback where 
junior Daniel Meager, junior Matt Phillips 
and senior Woody Wilson all saw time last 
season, none of it terribly productive.

DEFENSE 

When North Texas won four straight 
Sun Bele titles from 2001-2004, it did so 
with an excellent defense. The group has 
taken huge steps backward the past two 
years, but it could be a surprise in 2007. 
Nine starters are back and the hope is 
that experience will pay off. 

Senior safety Aaron Weathers led the 
team with 78 tackles, while all-conference 
linebacker Maurice Holman was second 
with 74 stops. The line also should be much 
improved and will be anchored by senior end 
Jeremiah Chapman, an all-conference pick 
who had a team-high 10 tackles for loss. 

The key will be if the secondary has 
matured and can avoid giving up the big, 
plays of a year ago. Seniors Roy Loren, 
Gary Oubre, Roderick Cotton and Cliff 
Higgs ate back, along with sophomores 
Korey Washington, Zach Babb, Antoine 
Bush and Kartey Agbottah. 

The team’ strength on defense should 
be linebacking, where Holman, junior Colt 
Mahan, senior Derek Mendoza and junior 
Germaine Dawson return. The group 
should be much improved because of its 
experience. The defensive line is solid and 
the unit has depth at linebacker and safety.

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Offense Tries to Get Back to Hawkins’ Usual High Level 


| Grosse will begin fall practice for 
the second consecutive year not 
knowing who its starting quarterback will 
be, but whoever wins the job won't have 
much experience. 

This was a recipe for disaster in coach 
Dan Hawkins’ first season in Boulder. 
Hawkins decided on Bernard Jackson, 
who had spent the previous two years at 
running back and wide receiver, when his 
initial choice, James Cox, struggled in 
a season-opening loss to Division II 
Montana State and Brian White trans- 
ferred. 

Jackson's inexperience under center 
and his inability to master the offense led 
to one of the Buffaloes’ worst seasons 
offensively in decades. They finished 
116th in the nation in passing, 102nd in 
total offense and 107th in scoring. 

It was so bad that coaches estimated 
they used less than 50 percent of the play- 
book the whole season. It was quite an 
adjustment for Hawkins, whose teams 
the previous five years at Boise State reg- 
ularly scored 30, 40 and 50 points in 
games. 

Coaches avoided the temptation in the 
second half of 2006 to pull the redshirt 
off freshman quarterback Cody Hawkins 
— the coach’s son — and insert him in 
the lineup. They're happy about it now 
with Hawkins emerging from spring 
practices with a slight lead to win the job 
over junior college transfer Nick Nelson. 

Two days into spring practice, the 
super-athletic Jackson had been moved to 
an all-purpose role, practicing at wide 


receiver, running back and occasionally 
taking snaps under center. But by the 
spring game, in which he didnt throw 
a single pass, it had become clear he was 
no longer involved in competition to 
start at quarterback. 

Jackson embraced his role as the new 
‘slash,’ a term made famous by former 
Colorado quarterback Kordell Stewart 
when he played for the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. Jackson will still be on the field 
each week and he could become one of 
the most dangerous players in the league 
if used properly. 

“That guy is so darn electric with the 
ball in his hands,” Dan Hawkins said. 

Meanwhile, Cody Hawkins, a former 
Elite 11 quarterback who went 59-0 in 
his high school career in Idaho, and 
Nelson, who led his junior college team 
to a 12-1 record in 2006, both had the 
offense moving once again by the end of 
spring. 

Competition to win the job could run 
late into fall camp, but no matter the out- 
come, Colorado won't be one-dimension- 
al any more. 


OFFENSE 

A new quarterback will make a big dif 
ference, but that isn’t the only position 
with something to prove. 

An experienced group of wide 
receivers, who haven't gotten the job done 
the past three years, could find them- 
selves on the bench if they don’t produce.

Brian Cabral has seen a lot of play- 
ers come and go in 17 seasons coach- 
ing linebackers at Colorado, and the 
NFL has been the next stop for near- 
ly a dozen of them. 

Cabral expects senior Jordon 
Dizon to join that elite group. 

Cabral recruited Dizon from 
Hawaii as an athlete without 
a defined position. Dizon, who grew 
up cliff diving and hunting wild boar 
with nothing but a knife, began 
making plays almost immediately. 


He quickly found a home in the heart 


} of the defense as a linebacker with 


a nose for the ball. 
He made more than his share of 


| plays almost by accident, relying on 


instinct instead of strictly following 
assignment and scheme. He has devel- 
oped into a rare four-year starter. 

“In the past, he did a lot of things 
and didn’t know why he was doing 
them,” Cabral said. “I think with his 
understanding of this defense now, 
he'll make a lot more big plays.” 

Dizon was named to the Butkus 
Award watch list before his junior sea- 
son, and though he wasn’t among the 
finalists, his performance justified the 
honor and likely set up another run at 


} the award this fall. 


He posted 137 tackles during a 2-10 
season in which the offense couldn't 
score but the defense kept CU in every 
game. Dizon fell just short of the 
school record for third-down stops 
with 17. 

Dizon produced those numbers 
playing in a new scheme behind an 
inexperienced pair of defensive tack- 
les. Those tackles will be better this 
season, as will the rest of a defense 
that finished 30th in the nation 
against the run. 

“We have 12 games under our belts 
with this defense,” Dizon said. “With 
experience comes confidence, and 
with confidence, you play a lot faster 
and a lot smarter. Experience is huge 
in football.” 

Dizon will now be the man leading 
boys. His teammates voted him a team 
captain for 2007 not long after last 
season ended. 

He has 280 tackles in his first three 
seasons. With just an average year by 
his standards, he could vault into the 
top five tacklers in program history. 

“It's a legacy I guess you could say, 
but it doesn’t really mean much to me 
personally,” he said. “It means more to 
the team that I actually do good 
things here. I would just be happy to 
be recognized as somebody who has 
been here and done something.” 


Stephone Robinson claims he has his 
confidence back for punt return duty 
after falling apart last season. 

Punter Matt DiLallo is finally striking 
the ball like he deserves the scholarship 
Gary Barnett gave him two years ago. 


SCHEDULE ANALYSIS: 


Colorado has been one fearless pro- 
gram over the past 20 years, willing to 
play anyone in the non-conference por- 
tion of the schedule.

oe coach Mark Mangino calls it 
“the 800-pound gorilla.” 

And if that primate translates to the 
Jayhawks playing with a chip on their 
shoulders in 2007, then something good 
will come from that extra weight. 

Despite being bowl eligible in 2006 
with a 6-6 mark, the Jayhawks did not 
receive a postseason invitation, ending 
a frustrating season and making an offsea- 
son filled with early-morning conditioning 
and strength training that much longer. 

‘The Jayhawks enter the season more 
informed of the terms “bowl eligible” and 
“bowl bound.” And they're out to make 
sure there's no difference this time around. 

“If that’s not motivation for you, 
you're in the wrong sport,” Mangino said. 


“You should pick something else up.” 

An incredible string of fall-from-ahead 
losses defined the ’06 campaign, Kansas 
had a second-half lead in five of its six 
setbacks, including an amazing collapse at 
Baylor when a 35-17 lead with 10 min- 
utes left turned into a 36-35 heartbreaker. 

“We're disappointed, because we had 
opportunities to win games that we did 
not,” Mangino said. “We were angered by 
it, and we're determined to get it right.” 

So what's the first step? 

Shoring up the woeful pass defense — 
last in Division I-A in ’06 — would be 
a start. Replacing All-Big 12 running back 
Jon Cornish must bea top priority. Keeping 
key players healthy, like quarterback Kerry 
Meier, would also help matters. 

But personnel concerns are only so 
much. The Jayhawks sometimes seemed 


to take second-half leads and hold on for 
dear life, instead of putting the oppo- 
nents away with authority. 

Attitude, more than talent, was a prob- 
lem, and it kepe the Jayhawks home for 
the holidays.

For Leader on D 


After three years of looking else- 
where, it’s finally time. 

Time for James McClinton to start 
looking at himself. 

Kansas’ thick defensive tackle 
Yecognizes that no team thrives 
without someone stepping up as the 
leader. So on a defense that could 
have just one senior starter — him- 
self — McClinton is digging deep to 
bring more than just gap-plugging 
and pocket-disrupting to the 
Jayhawks’ defense. 


Profile 


He needs to be the man his team- 
mates turn to. 

“Im taking that role now. I'm the 
vet,” McClinton said. “I've got to be 
the daddy, and I've got to lead these 
people.” 

McClinton is worthy of the role. He's 
deeply spiritual and a fine role model. 
He's well-liked among teammates. And 
he’s a good football player — collect- 
ing 51 tackles and 14.5 tackles for loss 
his junior season, despite playing 
inside. 

Those numbers earned him second- 
team All-Big 12 honors, and he’s 
a strong candidate to be a first-teamer 
this year. But it won't be just because 
of work on game days. 

“He pushes us a lot,” safety Darrell 
Stuckey said. 

“He celebrates whenever someone 
makes a play. It doesn’t matter if he’s 
on the field or not. It could be the 
second-string out there and he still 
will be running on the field cheering.” 

McClinton is banking on this year 
being his best, and any indication his- 
torically could prove him right. The 
Garland, Texas, native played sparingly 
as a true freshman, then was thrown 
into a starting role. He complemented 
All-Big 12 defensive end Charlton 
Keith as a sophomore, then emerged as 
KU's top lineman as a junior. 

Defensive tackles at Kansas aren’t 
asked to put up statistics, but rather 
fluster quarterbacks, set up defensive 
ends and shut down passing lanes. 
For McClinton to lead the Jayhawks in 
tackles for loss last year speaks vol- 
‘umes about his impact. 

That's all good, but McClinton is 
shooting even higher for 2007. As he 
sees it, the team needs him to in the 
worst way. 

“I want to be better. Why stay the 
same?” McClinton said. “This defensive 
line is young. Last year, we had lead- 
ers. We had people that could lead and 
were good players. 

“They're gone. I'm taking their role 
now.” 


Kansas has a nonconference schedule 
that should result in a 4-0 start. All four 
games are at home, and none of the 
opponents are from BCS conferences, 

The season-opener against defending 
MAC champion Central Michigan 
should provide the toughest matchup 
until Oct. 6, when the Jayhawks travel to 
Kansas State. 

The Big 12 slate, while not including 
Oklahoma and Texas for the second 
consecutive year, isn’t as easy as the 2006 
schedule, which Kansas navigated to just 
a 3-5 record. KU will have a tough three- 
game stretch between Oct. 27 and 
Nov. 10 — at Texas A&M, Nebraska at 
home and at Oklahoma State. 

The regular-season finale against 
Missouri was moved from Lawrence to 
Arrowhead Stadium in Kansas City, 
Mo., as part of a two-year agreement. 
Kansas will play just three Big 12 games 
in Lawrence this season, which can’t help 
when every win is precious toward bowl 
aspirations.

OFFENSE 

Paul Smith has helped lead Tulsa to the 
2005 Conference USA title and a pair of 
bowl games, and now he will really go out 
in style. 

The senior quarterback gets to settle 
into new coordinator Gus Malzahn’s no- 
huddle spread offense. Malzahn wasn't 
able to open his playbook in his one season 
at Arkansas, but new Tulsa coach Todd 
Graham is completely on board in ways 
that the Hogs’ Houston Nutt never was. 

‘That's good news for Smith, who threw 
for 2,727 yards and 15 touchdowns last 
season and should see those numbers jump. 
There’ just one nagging question, Who 
is going to be catching all those passes? 

Most of Tulsa’s experienced wideouts 
have departed. Junior Nick Henderson, 
who had three catches for 23 yards and 
one score, figures to be one starter. 

Dion Toliver, who last year caught 35 
passes for 480 yards and two touchdowns in 
junior college, earned a starting spot in the 
spring, when he showed he could make cir- 
cus catches. Behind him is senior Cameron 
Clemons, who played in five games last 
year. 

Courtney Tennial, who led Tulsa with 
845 yards rushing and 14 scores on the 
ground, returns. He and fellow back 
Tarrion Adams, are accomplished 
receivers, giving Smith more options 
through the air. Adams had 31 receptions 
last season, ranking third on the team. 

As for the line, guard Justin Morsey, who 
started the final 10 games last season, is the 
Jone returning starter. New faces include 
Walter Boyd at left tackle, Roderick 


Thomas on the right, Curt Puckett at left 
guard and Jody Whaley at center, 


DEFENSE 


Tulsa returns two-thirds of its line- 
backing corps in its 3-3-5 defense, 
although the one loss is significant — 
Nick Bunting. Chris Chamberlain 
returns on the strong side with Nelson 
Coleman, the team’s leading tackler in 
2005 and 2006, back in the middle. 

The top candidate for the weakside 
spot is Alain Karatepeyan, who made 
39 stops last year as a reserve. Look for 
Tanner Antle, Mike Bryan and Donald 
Gobert to also see time. 

Moton Hopkins (40 tackles) returns at 
one end spot, with sophomore Anthony 
Egbuniwe likely to emerge at the other, 
Returning nose guard Terrel Nemons 
(31 tackles) is also back. 

Senior Steve Craver (31 tackles) steps 
into the bandit spot. At strong safety, 
Anthony Germany returns with Randy 
Duncan as the new free safety.

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Better Than Last Year's Surprise? Lay It on the Line 


on Prince has a slogan for this sea- 
Re. “The Power of One.” 

After an individual-competition free- 
for-all in Prince's first season, he is trying 
to get the Wildcats to think as a unit. 

“Last year, it was more of competing to 
see who was going to start,” said quarter- 
back Josh Freeman. “This year, it's more 
that everybody sees what role they are 
going to be playing. We can focus more.” 

Few teams had such a clearly defined 
goal last season. Kansas State had a new, 
young, unproven coach and a quarter- 
back mess that included five candidates, 

Even the most optimistic of Wildcat 
fans said that if their team could some- 
how get to a bowl game after compiling 
two consecutive losing records, the season 
would be a success, 

That goal was met. Even though 
K-State had little chance to win a Texas 
Bowl matchup against a motivated 
Rutgers team that finished 11-2, 
the foundation was put in place. 

Building on that formation is possible 
because of who will be taking the snaps. 

Freeman's talent was too good to keep 
off the field last season after he graduated 
high school early to attend spring drills, 
and he quickly showed his polish by shat- 
tering most of the school’s records for 
freshman quarterbacks. There is no ques- 
tion Freeman is the man, and redshirt 
freshman Carson Coffman is the only 
backup. 

If K-State’s offensive line, far too soft 
for long stretches last season, can keep 
Freeman healthy, the Wildcats have 


a chance to contend in the Big 12 North, 
After all, K-State’s 4-4 conference record 
last season was good enough to tie for sec- 
ond in the division, 

The Wildcats’ defense is in similar 
shape. There is talent behind the line, 
including the potential to have one of the 
better safety combinations in the country 
— senior captain Marcus Watts and jun- 
ior college All-American Gary Chandler, 

But K-State’s downfall last season was 
its strength up front. The Wildcats were 


undersized and lacked depth on the line 
n of All-Big 12 


defensive end Ian Campbell.

‘That problem was glaring in five of 
K-State’s six losses. In falling to 
Louisville, Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas 
and Rutgers, the Wildcats allowed 209.4

Switching from a 4-3 front to more 
3-4 schemes might better suit K-State’s 
personnel, but stopping the run could 
still be a huge issue. 

Still, Prince produced a bowl bid — 
as well as a victory over Texas, 

“I’m no Bobby Bowden,” Prince said. 
“Ie’s my second year, and I've got a lot to 
learn still.” 


OFFENSE 

When a 6-6 strong-armed quarterback 
breaks records as a true freshman, it’s 
tough not to make him the focal point.

Big QB ... Even 
Bigger Potential 


During spring camp, Kansas State 
coach Ron Prince had quite the 
observation. 

“I hear people talk about this 
JaMarcus Russell from LSU and how 
big he is,” Prince said. “If JaMarcus 
Russell and Josh Freeman stood next 
to each other right now, they'd look 
very similar.” 

There are two parts of that state- 
ment that could ring worrisome to 
K-State opponents. First, Prince is 
right. Russell is 6-6, 260. Freeman, 
the Wildcats’ sophomore quarterback, 
has added 17 pounds since last 
season to reach 255.

Second, while Freeman might not be 
ready for the NFL, he did prove he is 
more than a big guy playing quarter- 
back. Freeman delivered the school's first 
bowl bid in three seasons while breaking 
the school’s freshman passing record 
with 1,780 yards. In Big 12 games, 
he averaged 204.1 yards to rank sixth. 

His progress was impossible to 
ignore. In the last four games of the 
regular season — which included 
a 45-42 upset of No. 4 Texas — 
Freeman was 78 of 121 (64.5 percent) 
for 925 yards and six touchdowns. 

Tt was the most productive four- 
game stretch for a K-State quarterback 
in nearly a decade. 

Remember, Freeman was a true 
freshman who had to escape a four- 
player position battle and work behind 
a shaky offensive line. 

“Last year, at the beginning, I didn’t 
get too many reps,” Freeman said. 
“This year, I'm getting a lot more. This 
year, I'm looking to have more time to 
take the offense to a different level.” 

While the offensive line’s improve- 
ment might determine how much he 
can do, Freeman is the kind of piece to 
build a program around. 

At Colorado, in a victory to clinch 
bowl eligibility, Freeman was 22 of 26 
for 251 yards and two touchdowns. 
Two of the incompletions were drops, 
and another was to stop the clock. 

Against Texas, Freeman threw for 
269 yards and three touchdowns with 
only one interception. 

They are performances that make 
him a team leader, something he 
desires even at age 19. 

“It's my team,” he said. “That's how 
I want it.” 

So does Prince. He quickly endeared 
himself to K-State fans after his hire 
by talking Freeman out of his commit- 
ment to Nebraska. While simply one- 
upping the Cornhuskers was good 
enough then, Wildcat fans are dream- 
ing of their big quarterback taking the 
team to big goals. 

“Josh has been a good leader, really 
focused,” Prince said, “He's going to be 
a sophomore, but he's excited to play 
like a senior.”

SCHEDULE ANALYSIS 


For the first time since 1984, Kansas 
State plays six true road games. The 
Wildcats have long been criticized for play- 
ing cupcakes, but not this season. 

The Wildcats start and end the regular 
season with nationally televised road con- 
tests, opening at Auburn and closing at 
Fresno State. It’s a sign of things to come. 
Ron Prince has future games with 
Louisville, UCLA, Miami, Oregon and 
Virginia Tech. 

The Big 12 schedule also gets off to 
a challenging start — at Texas, which will 
be looking for revenge.

Sound the Alarm: ‘Air Raid’ is Back for More 


OFFENSE 


With 10 starters returning to an 
offense that averaged more than 475 
yards a game, expect to see more of the 
same for the “Air Raid” passing attack. 

In Chase Holbrook, Hal Mumme feels 
he has as good a quarterback as he’s ever 
coached, which includes the likes of Tim 
Couch and Jared Lorenzen at Kentucky. 

Holbrook broke Ty Detmer’s NCAA 
sophomore passing record, throwing 
for 4,619 yards last year despite miss- 
ing the second half in two games. He 
has the size — 6-5, 235-pounds — to 
take hits and is now in his fourth year 
in the system. 

At 5-9, receiver Chris Williams is easy 
to overlook, but he’s Holbrook’s favorite 
target and arguably one of the fastest 
players in the country. He led the nation 
with averages of 7.7 receptions and 
117.9 yards per game. His 12-game totals 
were 92 receptions for 1,415 yards. 

Williams leads a receiving corps that 
includes wideouts A.J. Harris (71 recep- 
tions) and Derek DuBois (53), and tight 
end Nick Cleaver (50). 

Holbrook got pounded last year, but 
the line didn't allow a sack in the final 
ewo games after allowing 40 through the 
first 10. Left tackle Mike Martinez is the 
best of four starters back. 

Justine Buries, the WAC’s leading 
returning rusher going into the 2006 
season, tore an ACL in the second game. 
Although he’s back, he might not beat 
out sophomore Tonny Glynn or junior 


Jeremiah Williams. 


DEFENSE 


The depth in coordinator Woody 
Widenhofer’s 3-4 scheme is the best it has 
been in three years. 

While the high-risk, high-reward 
offense put the defense in plenty of difficult 
situations, it was the lack of a pass rush and 
inability to stop the run that led to the 
Aggies allowing 31 points (105th in the 
NCAA) and 389 yards per game (99th). 

The pass rush won't come from the 
defensive line. Instead, the Aggies hope 
outside linebackers La’Auli Fonoti and 
Jamar Cotton can improve on the team’s 
15-sack season of a year ago. 

Middle linebacker Dante Floyd and 
safety Derrick Richardson made the most 
of midseason starting opportunities in 
2006 and enter this season as leaders. 
Replacing cornerback Courtney Bryan 
will be tough. Chris Woods and junior 
college transfer Vince Butler will try, while 
Alex Bernard will start on the left side. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


‘The Aggies ranked 15th in the nation in 
scoring last season while making just four 
field goals. When they abandoned that part 
of the game midway through the year, the 
resule was an NCAA-leading 44 attempts 
on fourth down, with far too many drives 
stalling deep in enemy territory. 

Freshman Kyle Hughes, who transferred 
to NMSU in the spring from prep school, 
will be the fifth kicker used by Mumme, 
who is heading into his third year. 

Punting duties will again belong to 
Jared Kaufman, who averaged 41 yards in 
2007.

Will that much firepower be enough 
to overcome an inexperienced defense 
and lead Missouri to bigger and better 
things, namely its second winning record 
in Big 12 play? Is it too much to expect 
a division championship? Maybe even 
a New Year's Day bowl? 

It’s a bright outlook for Missouri this 
season, one that might have been even 
brighter if the Tigers hadn't blown 
a 14-point fourth-quarter lead in the Sun 
Bowl last December. 

A two-point conversion in the final 
seconds gave Oregon State a 39-38 victo- 
ry and prevented Pinkel from reveling in 
his second Missouri win over a ranked 
opponent. 

(A victory might have convinced those 
Tiger fans teetering on the Pinkel fence 
that they had finally found the right man 
for a job thar has been a revolving door of 
flawed leaders since Dan Devine walked 


out the door almost 40 years ago. 
As it was, the season was at least 


a qualified success given that last season's 


unofficial goal was an ABS bowl — 
Anywhere But Shreveport. This year, 
with a schedule that includes only five 
teams that played in bowls last year, the 
expectations are higher than the 
Independence Bowl in Shreveport or 
a return to the Sun Bowl in El Paso. 

“A year ago everyone was real young, 
and we didn't know what to expect,” 
Pinkel said. “It’s still going to be about 
being unselfish, being a team player and 


making plays. ... We'll see where it goes.” 


OFFENSE 


Chase Daniel set school records for 
single-season passing yards and touch- 
downs in his first year as starting quarter- 
back. But he’s the first to shar 


cret: 


He’s not the most important force in the 
no-huddle shorgun spread attack. That 
would be tailback Tony ‘Temple. 

“I told him before the bowl game, 
"You're the catalyst in this offense,” 
Daniel said. “When he’s running hard, 
when he’s running good, this offense is 
working.” 

Briefly benched for costly fumbles 
against New Mexico, Texas A&M and 
Oklahoma, Temple rewarded the staff's 
faith in his abilities with 194 yards on 
20 carries in the Sun Bowl. He was one of 
two Big 12 backs to rush for more than 
1,000 yards last year. 

Temple's breakout game won't change 
what Missouri does best: spread the field 
with the Big 12’s deepest collection of 
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receivers and tight ends. Will Franklin 
returns as the team’s most dangerous 
receiving threat, though he'll have com- 
petition for that title this season. 

Of Missouri’s three freshmen receivers 
from 2006, Jared Perry surprised many by 
contributing the most, but Danario 
Alexander and Jeremy Maclin should also 
figure into the rotation significantly. 
Alexander passed Perry on the depth 
chart during spring camp, while Maclin 
continued a rapid recovery from knee 
surgery that cost him the entire 2006 
season. 

Former walk-on Tommy Saunders 
started 13 games last year and figures into 
the mix, along with senior reserves Greg 
Bracey and Jason Ray.

The safety tandem has a new look with 
free safety William Moore and. strong 
safety Pig Brown expected to earn the 
No. 1 jobs. Justin Garrett, a junior 
college transfer who signed with 
Tennessee in 2006 but never enrolled 
there, and converted cornerback Del 
Howard will compete for the third safety 
spot, which usually handles the nickel 


back assignment.

Jeff Wolfert beat out incumbent kicker 
Adam Crossett last summer and then put

CHASE DANIEL 


Chase-ing 
Down the 
Record Books 


Junior quarterback Chase Daniel is 
a film junkie — whether it’s in the 
spacious quarterback meeting room 
at Missouri's football headquarters or 
a few miles east on Stadium 
Boulevard at Hollywood Theaters. 

When he’s not watching DVDs of 
opposing defenses or breaking down 
his last practice, he might be down 
the road catching the latest flick. 
Midway through Missouri's spring 
camp, he was raving about his latest 
favorite. 


“I saw ‘300’ a couple of times,” he 
said. “I really liked it.” 

With Daniel in charge this fall, don’t 
expect another Thermopylae. Unlike 
the film's outnumbered Spartans, 
Daniel has plenty of help. He is sur- 
rounded by arguably the best collec- 
tion of skill players in team history. 

“I have to say if you want to put 
high expectations on us, then go right 
ahead,” Daniel said. 

“Of course, we're going to welcome 
it. We want to have that. ... As an 
offense, we have a very, very high 
expectation level of ourselves to go out 
and execute every single play every 
single day.” 

A year ago this time, Daniel insisted 
there was an open quarterback compe- 
tition to replace departed senior Brad 
Smith. He wasn’t fooling anyone. He 
made cameo appearances in 10 games 
as a freshman in 2005 so that Missouri 
wouldn't regress when he made the 
transition to full-time starter in ‘06. 

There was no regression. It took him 
11 possessions in the opening game to 
enter the record books as he tossed 
five touchdown passes in his debut as 
the starter, He went on to rank fifth 
nationally in total offense, averaging 
300.5 yards per game, and set Missouri 
records for passing yards (3,527) and 
touchdowns (28). 

Coach Gary Pinkel says Daniel is the 
most accurate passer he has ever 
coached, a group that includes five NFL 
quarterbacks, including Chris Chandler 
and Mark Brunell. 

“I know he had an exceptional year 
last year as a sophomore, but like 
everyone else, he has to work to get 
better,” Pinkel said. “The good news is 
he works as hard as anyone on the 
team.” 

The best news for Daniel came this 
winter when he measured 6-0 for the 
first time that he can remember — 
though he was listed at 6-1 in last 
year’s team media guide. 

“It's what God gave me and what 
T have to deal with,” he said. “I think 
it's worked out pretty fine right now.” 


Crossett is still the No. 1 punter, but 
he'll have competition when junior col- 
lege transfer Jake Harry arrives. 

Wideout Tommy Saunders was the 
best of Missouri's pune returners last year, 
but he'll have competition from Marcus 
Woods, Jeremy Maclin, Jared Perry and 
newcomer Tremaine Vaughn, They all 
could challenge last year’s kick return 
leader, tailback Earl Goldsmith. 


SCHEDULE ANALYSIS

Huskers Hungry for Return to Days of Dominance 


t has been a foregone conclusion in 
most corners of the Cornhusker state 
that Sam Keller will be Nebraska's quar- 
terback when the season opens Sept. 1. 
The one place the decision hasn't been 
made is in the Memorial Stadium office 
of head coach Bill Callahan. While others 
consider Keller the clear-cut favorite to 
replace All-Big 12 quarterback Zac 
Taylor, Callahan is intent on keeping the 
race open deep into preseason camp. 
“We won't name any starter until we 
get into the end of training camp,” 
Callahan said. “ 
continue to compete on a consistent 
basis. I wish I had a crystal ball, but you 
can’t make determinations too soon.” 


It’s positive that players 


Keller joined the program last season, 
making a hasty exit from Arizona State 
after losing the starting quarterback 
assignment to Rudy Carpenter. He was 
ASU's starter for seven games in 2005, 
throwing for 2,165 yards, before a hand 
injury took him out of the lineup. 

Junior Joe Ganz emerged in spring as 
Keller's chief competition, although 
Callahan isn’t counting out junior Beau 
Davis, freshman Patrick Witt and junior 
college transfer Zac Lee. 

Callahan was particularly impressed 
with Witt, who graduated from high 
school early to participate in spring drills. 
Lee, the son of former NFL quarterback 
Bob Lee, was injured and did not practice 
in the spring. 

The starter has big shoes to fill. Taylor 
rewrote the school’s passing record book 


in just two years in the program. 


He threw for 5,850 yards and earned all- 
conference honors in addition to being 
named the Big 12's Offensive Player of 
the Year in 2006. 

Under Taylor's direction, Nebraska 
made dramatic offensive improvement in 
2006 that resulted in the Huskers win- 
ning the Big 12 North Division title and 
returning to the conference champi- 
onship game for the first time since 1999, 

Nebraska finished in the Top 25 
nationally in the four major offensive sta- 
tistical categories in 2006, including 14th 
in total offense. The Huskers averaged 
94.3 yards per game more in 2006 than 
in the previous season, when they wound 
up 96th in total offense. 


OFFENSE 


There was a time when the value of 
Nebraska 
offense was based primarily on blocking 


wide receivers within the 


ability, not pass-catching skills. Then 
Callahan brought in the West Coast 
offense, changed the value of Nebraska 
wideouts, and began to accumulate tal- 
ented targets to use in the passing offense. 

“The receiving corps is the strength of 
this football team, and we're going to 
have to rely on that heavily throughout 
the course of the year,” Callahan said. 

“[’s great to have wide receivers that 
have been in the system, and that have 
experience and have knowledge of how to 
get open and make plays.” 

The biggest playmaker of the bunch is 
Maurice Purify, a big-body senior 
(6-4, 220) who made an immediate 
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impact last season by averaging almost 18 
yards per catch and scoring seven touch- 
downs. 

Terrence Nunn, the school’s second 
all-time leading receiver, Nate Swift, 
Frantz Hardy and Todd Peterson bring 
a variety of skills to the position. 

‘The trio of J.B. Phillips, Josh Mueller 
and Hunter Teafatiller combined for 
eight touchdown catches at tight end last 
season.

Ruud Move 
Adds to NU’s 
Versatility 


Some all-conference players might 
fight a switch from a position where 
they earned all-star recognition. 

Not linebacker Bo Ruud. 

The senior will move from weak- 
side to strongside linebacker for his 
senior season. Ruud, who earned 
All-Big 12 honors last season, will 
replace Stewart Bradley, a three-year 
starter. 

“Being a guy who played the weak 
side last year, you almost feel left 
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Profile 


out sometimes,” Ruud said. “Teams 
were going at the bubble strongside, 
throwing a lot more strongside. 

“They're putting me in a position 
this year to be in the mix a lot. Really, 
I like what they're doing with me.” 

What the Huskers are doing, coach 
Bill Callahan said, is trying to take 
advantage of Ruud’s versatility. 

“We love the fact that he’s a com- 
plete player with a lot of upside,” 
Callahan said. “He has a lot of poten- 
tial to do a lot of great things.” 

One of Ruud’s strengths is his pass- 
coverage ability. The 6-3 Ruud has 
intercepted four passes and broken up 
10 others in the past two seasons. 

At 240 pounds, he’s more mobile 
than Bradley, who was listed at 
250 pounds last season and was the 
heaviest linebacker at the NFL com- 
bine at 254. Nebraska played the 
heftier Bradley almost like a fifth 
defensive lineman. 

Nebraska expects to drop Ruud into 
pass coverage more than it did with 
Bradley. 

“We're not changing philosophies, 
we're just adding to the package,” 
Ruud said. “I’m going to be playing in 
different positions than what teams 
are used to seeing from the SAM.” 

That very much makes Ruud an 
X-factor — as a blitzer, or covering 
slot receivers, or jamming the tight 
end or ... whatever else Callahan 
needs. 

The move opens up the weakside 
position for Steve Octavien, a talented 
player whose development has been 
slowed by injuries. Octavien was 
named the starter before the 2005 sea- 
son but broke his leg in the first half 
of the opener against Maine. Ruud has 
started 23 games over the past two 
years. 

“We always would have liked to 
have them on the field at the same 
time, but we had Stew and we weren't 
going to get Stew off the field,” defen- 
sive coordinator Kevin Cosgrove said. 

“Now it gives us the ability to get 
them both out there at the same 
time.” 


Nebraska returns the majority of play- 
ers who handled return chores. The 
Huskers need more in those departments 
as it ranked 112th nationally in kickoff 
returns (17.4 yards per return) and 69th 
in punt returns (8.2). 


SCHEDULE ANALYSIS 


Nebraska will face a demanding sched- 
ule that includes a visit by preseason 
No. 1 Southern California on Sept. 15, 
one week after the Huskers travel to play 
at defending ACC champion and senior- 
laden Wake Forest. 

Nebraska opens the season at home 
against Nevada, which played in the 
MPC Computers Bowl last season. 

‘Two of Nebraska's most stringent Big 
12 tests will be on the road — 
at Missouri and at Texas. The meeting 
with Missouri on Oct. 6 could provide 
the winner with an inside track to the 
North Division title. 

Of the Huskers’ four Big 12 home 
games, only the conference opener 
against Iowa State figures to be a decided 
mismatch.

klahoma’s bowl experience was so 
adventurous last season that 
Hollywood came calling. 

Unfortunately for the Sooners, Boise 
State was cast in a starring role. 

The 2007 Fiesta Bowl became an 
instant classic, one of the most memorable 
games in recent college football history. 

Incessant references to the Broncos’ stun- 
ning 43-42 overtime upset over seventh- 
ranked OU will no doubt follow this year’s 
Sooners, but they might have the talent to 
create a storybook ending of their own. 

Despite running back Adrian Peterson 
bolting one year early for the NFL draft,

ALLEN PATRICK 


Replacing a 
Legend Won't 
Be a Problem 


Adrian Peterson is one of the 
greatest running backs in Oklahoma’s 
storied history. 

In just 32 career games, he fin- 
ished with 4,045 yards rushing and is 
No. 3 on the school's all-time rushing 
list, 73 yards behind leader and 1978 
Heisman Trophy winner Billy Sims. 

Peterson is the only freshman to 
finish second for the Heisman. 

Interesting, though, that when 
Peterson played, the Sooners went 
23-8. Without him, they went 8-0, all 


in Big 12 Conference play. 

Is OU better off without Peterson? 

Such blasphemy is not to discredit 
Peterson, but rather to credit teammates 
who shared the same backfield and other 
teammates who picked up the slack. 

Heading that group is senior Allen 
Patrick, who arrived as a junior college 
transfer hoping to crack the lineup in 
the defensive backfield. 

Running backs coach Cale Gundy 
noticed Patrick was having trouble 
grasping the intricacies of the defense. 
Knowing Patrick had played running 
back at Conway (S.C.) High School, 
Gundy suggested a move to offense. 

Patrick responded with 897 yards 
tushing yards in two seasons. In addi- 
tion to carrying the heavy burden as 
Peterson's replacement, Patrick carried 
a heavy load. 

In four straight starts in the middle 
of last season, Patrick averaged 31.5 
carries and 152 yards per game. 

Though Peterson possessed freakish 
athleticism, Patrick wasn’t far behind 
when it came to agility. 

In fact, Gundy has said Patrick was 
the only player ever to test better than 
Peterson. After the 2005 Holiday Bowl, 
Patrick had a 40-inch vertical jump to 
Peterson's 39 inches, and Patrick had 
a standing broad jump of 10 feet, 10 
inches, one inch better than Peterson. 

“Tt still bothers Adrian to this day,” 
Gundy said. 

Though blessed with 4.4 speed in 
the 40-yard dash, Patrick isn’t afraid of 
contact. 

“He will attack you the same way 
Adrian will,” Gundy said. 

If the 6-0, 191-pound Patrick can 
stay healthy, Gundy predicted he could 
lead the Big 12 in rushing this season. 

Then again, Patrick has three capable 
backups nipping at his heels in sopho- 
more Chris Brown and redshirt freshmen 
DeMarco Murray and Mossis Madu. 

“They're outstanding, man. They've 
got a lot of talent,” Patrick said of his 
backups. 

Such is life as an OU running back. 
Those who slow down or get hurt 
might be fighting for a job. Just ask 
Peterson.

SCHEDULE ANALYSIS 

This season brings nothing but 
Division I-A opponents, as well as seven 
games against bowl teams from last sea- 
son. Included are a couple of familiar 
faces in upstart in-state foe Tulsa and fel- 
low perennial power Miami, which visits 
Norman for the first time since 1985. 

The Hurricanes are 3-2 all-time against 
the Sooners, having won the past three 
meetings. The last time these teams met 
was in the Orange Bowl for the 1987 
national title with Miami winning 20-14, 

OU will complete the home-and- 
home series by playing at Miami in 2009. 

After playing their first three games at 
home, the Sooners hit the road for three 
straight, highlighted by the Red River 
Shootout against rival Texas at the 
Cotton Bowl in Dallas on Oct. 6. 

The regular season ends with bedlam 
against in-state rival Oklahoma State on 
Thanksgiving weekend.

These Cowboys Won't Be Slowpokes on Offense 


here were times last season when 
Oklahoma couldn't be 
stopped. And there were times when the 


State 


Cowboys just couldn't get going. 

Such is life for a 7-6 team. 

Still, despite so many inconsistencies, 
the 2006 campaign was a significant step 
forward for Mike Gundy’s second team ... 
and it portends bigger things for 2007. 

Just 4-7 in 2005, OSU ranked near the 
bottom of most NCAA’s statistical cate- 
gories. Last year's squad was better across 
the board, but particularly so on offense. 

Seven starters are back on offense, 
including an exciting group of skill play- 
ers: quarterback Bobby Reid, wideout 
Adarius 
Dantrell Savage and Keith Toston and 


Bowman, running backs 
tight end Brandon Pettigrew. 

Seven starters return on defense and 
every specialist is back. 

That's good news for a team that last 
season lost four games on the final play 
— a perfect indicator of talent offset by 
youth. It also says sthe Cowboys are to 
a breakthrough. 

Depth is better at every position. The 
talent is also improved, evidenced by back- 
to-back recruiting classes that, for the first 
time since such rankings have been kept, 
were ranked by some among the nation’s 
Top 25. 

“This is as good of a class as we have 
had in a long time,” Gundy said. “They 
can take this team to the next level. We 
keep chipping away every single year.” 

That chipping away is easier because 
of the $240 million gusher of cash from 


OSU alum and Texas oil magnate Boone 
Pickens is still flowing. 

The south side of Pickens Stadium is 
complete, and work continues on the 
west end zone structure that will, by 
2008, turn what was three years ago 
a rickety and dilapidated facility into one 
of the Big 12's finest. 

Ground has also been broken on an 
unprecedented state-of-the-art athletic 
village for several sports and will include 
a $50 million indoor practice facility, 
$20 million of which came in January 
from Tulsa oilman Sherman Smith. 

“The excitement in Stillwater,” Gundy 
said, “is as high as it has ever been,” 


OFFENSE 


Oklahoma State's big-play trio of quar- 
terback Bobby Reid, wide receiver Adarius 
Bowman and running back Dantrell 
Savage has been compared with the 
record-breaking 1988 trio of quarterback 
Mike Gundy, wideout Hart Lee Dykes 
and tailback supreme Barry Sanders. 

“We feel good about our offense,” 
Gundy said. 

“T'm not going to extend myself much, 
but I'm fairly confident that we're going 
to score some points. We have several 
guys that can make some plays.” 

Reid broke out of a 2005 funk to post 
2,266 yards passing, 500 yards rushing, 
29 total touchdowns and college football's 
16th-best pass efficiency rating. Reid, 
46-3, 235-pound junior, could be on the 
verge of an All-Big 12 type of season.

Gundy plans on. getting backup 
Zac Robinson into the action in every 
game, too. Robinson, like Reid, is also 
a dual threat, so the coaches will really 
have some possibilities if they want two 
quarterbacks on the field. 

Bowman, a 6-4, 220-pound senior, is the 
star of the show. He torched defenses for 
19.7 yards per catch last season, accounting 
for 1,181 yards and 12 touchdowns. 

Savage is a 5-9, 195-pound senior 
whose quicksilver moves — he averaged 
6.5 yards per rush, amassing 820 yards 
and eight touchdowns after an injury — 
remind even the most devoted Sanders 
fans of the Heisman Trophy winner.

Four Cowboys were Freshmen 
All-Americans last season, and two — 
Patrick Lavine and Chris Collins — 
played linebacker. Converted safety 
Jeremy Nethon was productive at line- 
backer as well and was selected Defensive 
MVP of the Independence Bowl. 

Cornerback play was an issue last sea- 
son (OSU's pass defense ranked 84th 
nationally), but starters Jacob Lacey and 
Martel Van Zant return, tough-minded 


and battle-tested. Andre Sexton, another 
Freshman All-American, led the 
Cowboys with 79 tackles in ’06. 

A solution must be found up front, 
however, where three tackles and two 
ends graduated. 

Nathan Peterson, at end, is one to 
watch, He had 12 tackles for loss, includ- 
ing eight sacks last season, Marque 
Fountain had 13 tackles for loss in 
a reserve role at end. 

Touted junior college transfer Tonga 
Tea will have a chance to play right away at

All the key components are back on 
special teams which, with emphasis on 
field position because of the change in 
kickoffs from the 35 to the 30, could 
mean the difference between winning 
and losing those games that come down 
to the final play, in which the Cowboys 
were 0-4 last season.

Thanks to Hoops, 
Bowman is Better 


Opposing defenses thought 
Adarius Bowman was plenty fast 
enough last season. 

Bowman didn’t. That's why he 
spent the winter playing for the 
Oklahoma State basketball team. 

“Tt helped me out a lot, man,” 
he said. 

That's bad news for defensive 
backs this season. Before basketball, 
Bowman was one of college football's 
most dangerous wide receivers, 
catching 60 passes for 1,181 yards 
and 12 touchdowns. His 19.7-yards- 
per-catch average ranked fifth 


nationally (first among players who 
averaged at least four catches per 
game). 

“Basketball helped me out a lot, 
especially with my foot quickness,” 
Bowman said. “It helped me get from 
Point A to Point B quicker than nor- 
mal. It helped me on my routes a lot, 
coming out of my breaks.” 

The 6-4, 220-pound Bowman joined 
the basketball team after Oklahoma 
State's Independence Bowl victory over 
Alabama. He only got into five games, 
and he averaged just 3.4 minutes in 
those games. He made one field goal 
(a three-pointer), missed two free 
throws, collected four rebounds, two 
fouls and a turnover. 

“Oh man, before I even started, 
I knew not to set myself up for fail- 
ure,” Bowman said. 

“IT just came in, practiced hard, 
worked hard, helped the guys out a lot 
in practice. I didn’t get to see all the 
time I wanted, but I'm not mad about 
any of it. I enjoyed the whole experi- 
ence. It made me a better person.” 

And all those hours spent in a near- 
empty gym, sweating and straining on 
the hardwood? The payoff comes this 
fall in his senior season. 

“Defensive drills, man,” he said. 
“Those long practices of doing defen- 
sive slides and all the stuff we did. 
Just being down there in a low stance, 
it helped my flexibility out a lot. 
We did a lot of stretching.” 

That's exactly what Bowman will be 
doing to defenses this fall. 

After an All-American prep career at 
Notre Dame High School in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Bowman played 
his first two seasons of college football 
at North Carolina. He transferred to 
OSU in 2005, when Cowboys coach 
Mike Gundy hired Tar Heels assistant 
Gunter Brewer to coach wideouts. 

Bowman sat out 2005, then exploded 
in 2006. His high point came in Week 
Six against Kansas: a school-record 
13 catches, four touchdowns and a new 
Big 12 record 300 yards receiving. 

“T call it hungry, just sitting out 
that year,” he said. “I was just ready to 
get back on the field.” 


punt returns this year,” said Cox. 


While OSU might be better in 2007, 
so is the schedule, Eight of the 12 oppo- 
nents played in a bowl game last season, 
and of those, five — including the 
season-opener at Georgia — will be 
played on the road. 

“This year we have to be a tougher 
team,” Gundy said. “We will need to be 
a mentally tougher team to be successful at 
some of the places we have to play next fall.” 

After opening league action at home 
against Texas Tech, the Cowboys visit 
Texas A&M and Nebraska on consecu- 
tive weekends. 

Then comes a break, sort of. The next 
three games are at home, but the Kansas 
State and Kansas contests are sandwiched 
around a test against Big 12 South 
favorite Texas. 

‘Two more road trips close the season. 
The first is Baylor, who stunned the 
Cowboys in Waco two years ago. The 
finale at Oklahoma could be OSU's most 
daunting task.

* Inspired by the added dimension Tim Tebow 
brought to Florida’s running game last season, 
Mack Brown says the Longhorns could use one 
of their two freshman backup quarterbacks in 
a similar role this season. 

Sherrod Harris, a redshirt freshman, and 
John Chiles, a true freshman, both wowed 
coaches during spring drills with their scintillat- 
‘ng athleticism and knack for making plays with 
their feet. Brown vows that one of the two will 
see “quality playing time” this fall. 

“Tebow opened some eyes because he was 
able to make some plays,” Brown said. “Everyone 
griped about it until they saw they were going to 
win the national championship. Then it became 
the trend.” 

* Just in time for his senior season, 
Drew Kelson has finally found a position.

Junior college transfer Mark Dodge 
sensed last year he would receive 
plenty of media attention for what 
he had done in the past. 

He was right. 

Dodge was an Army solider in the 
Pentagon filling out paperwork on 
Sept. 11, 2001, and watching cover- 
age of the World Trade Center attacks 
when hijacked American Airlines 
Flight 77 slammed into the other side 
of the complex. 

Dodge evacuated and joined his 


unit, which assisted in search-and- 
recovery efforts. 

Dodge, because of his background, 
anticipated some attention — even if 
he never emerged as a big-time player 
at A&M. He was floored by just how 
many inquiries there were around the 
five-year anniversary of the terrorist 
attacks. 

Newspapers from across the country 
told Dodge's story. So did TV stations 
and magazines. He was featured promi- 
nently on ESPN's College GameDay. 

“Tt was very overwhelming,” said 
Dodge, a 6-2, 222-pound linebacker. 

“I did interviews for at least two 
weeks leading up to 9-11, and I can't 


even count how many stories were J 


done. It was an honor because I felt 
like I was representing all those guys 
in my platoon and, to a larger extent, 
all the people who participated in the 
aftermath of the attacks. 

“But after a while, I finally had to 
put an end to the interviews. It was 
very draining.” 

His football story is compelling, too. 

After four years in the military, the 
former 170-pound receiver and safety 
bulked up 35 pounds. He first walked 


on at Feather River Junior College in | 


Northern California and emerged as 
a Division I-A prospect. 


By the end of the last season, his | 


first at Texas A&M, Dodge's background 
took a backseat to his backbone status 
on the defense. In mid-November, 
Dodge had 17 tackles and an intercep- 
tion against Nebraska, earning Big 12 
Defensive Player of the Week honors. 
Then against Texas, he made two of the 
biggest plays of the year. 

He stopped a fourth-and-1 in the 
first quarter with the Longhorns at the 
A&M eight-yard line, and he sealed the 
12-7 win with a fourth-quarter inter- 
ception. 

“Tt was nice to have the media talk- 
ing to me about how well I was playing 
and not just my past,” Dodge said. 
“I've always wanted to be a player and 
not just a player with an interesting 
background.” 

Mission accomplished. 
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and Pierre Brown helped the Aggies go 
from No. 109 in the country in 2005 to 
third nationally in kickoff return average 
(26.1) in 06. 

Now the Aggies are hoping placekick- 
er Matt Szymanski, who skipped his sen- 
ior year in high school to enroll at A&M 
last fall, will enjoy a more stable sopho- 
more season. 

Szymanski, rated as the top high 
school kicking prospect in the country, 
struggled arly, but finished with 
a 32-yard field goal in the Holiday Bowl.

fexas Tech appears to be rebuilding. 
Yet, don't count the Red Raiders out. 

Nobody should ever do that again 
after the Red Raiders recovered from 
a 31-point second-half deficit to pull off 
the largest comeback in bowl game 
history with a 44-41 triumph over 
Minnesota in the Insight Bowl. 

The lesson learned: Don’t underesti- 
mate the folks from Lubbock. That 
would be a mistake heading into this 
season with a Texas Tech offense that has 
proven it can score against virtually 
anybody, and at any time. 

Just ask Minnesota, which led 35-7 at 
halftime after Texas Tech self-destructed, 
committing three turnovers.

The Raiders might rely on that belief 
this year.

exas Tech’s offensive line allowed only 

16 sacks last year, the fewest total in 
Mike Leach’s seven-year tenure as the head 
coach. But things could be much tougher on 
quarterback Graham Harrell in 2007, as the 
Raiders replace four starters along the line. 

‘An even bigger problem for Tech’s long-term 
offensive line prognosis is a lack of quality 
depth. Tech has missed on many offensive line 
recruits in recent years, For one reason or anoth- 
er, 11 of the 21 offensive linemen the Raiders 
signed between 2003 and 2006 are no longer on 
the roster, 

Tech attempted to address that situation dur- 
‘ing the latest recruiting season, signing seven 
offensive line prospects in February. 

Tech's 2007 signing class featured an unusu- 
ally high number of out-of-state prospects, with 
10 of the 25 signees hailing from outside the 
Lone Star State’s borders. Linebacker 
Sam Fehoko came from Farrington High School. 
in Honolulu. The recruiting experts, however, 
were not impressed with Tech’s haul, Rivals.com 
rated the Raiders’ class 52nd in the country. 

* Chris Todd, who served as Graham Harrell’s 
backup last season, transferred to a junior col- 
lege at mid-term, while Arizona State transfer 
Derek Shaw left the Tech program because of 
family issues. Those moves opened the backup 
quarterback role to redshirt freshman 
Taylor Potts. The 6-5 Potts performed well in the 
spring, earning regular praises from Leach. 

* Texas Tech was the most penalized team in 
the Big 12 last season. The Raiders were penal- 
ized 96 times for 856 yards, an average of 
65.8 yards per game, which was 30 yards more 
per game than the league's least penalized team, 
Towa State, 

* As a true freshman in 2004, Danny 
Amendola returned a punt 90 yards for 
a touchdown against Kansas State and averaged 
a whopping 12.8 yards per punt return. But 
opposing special teams have paid special atten- 
tion to stopping Amendola from busting the big 
play, His average has gone down in each of the 
past two years, dropping to 9.2 yards per return 
last season.

tributed 87 tackles last season, is a physi- 
cal presence who can make tackles any- 
where on the field. 

Free safety Darcel McBath also is 
a proven playmaker, picking off three 
passes last year, while cornerback Chris 
Parker had 50 tackles and six passes bro- 
ken up in °06. The lone newcomer in 
a starting role will be at left corner, where 
sophomore Jamar Wall appears to have 


the inside track on replacing Antonio 
Huffman. 

While the secondary looks solid, the 
front seven is far more suspect. Tech will 
undoubtedly miss sack specialist Keyunta 
Dawson up front, although Jake Ratliff, 
Tyler Yenzer and Brandon Williams are 
solid players on the ends. Sophomore 
nose tackle Rajon Henley performed well 
in the spring, but the tackle positions are 
a key concern. 

Sixth-year senior Kellen Tillman is the 
only full-time returning starter among 
the linebacker corps. Senior Paul 
Williams and senior Chad Hill likely will 
fill the other two starting spots, while 
Blake Collier and Julius Howard provide 
solid depth. It appears to be a solid line- 
backer unit, but not spectacular. 

With the exception of the two safeties,

Texas Kid Shows

Quarterback Graham Harrell and 
his two brothers spent countless 
hours while growing up in small 
Texas towns throwing the football in 
their backyard and dreaming of big 
things.

fantasies. 

Harrell engineered a 31-point come- 
back against Minnesota last December, 
the largest in bowl history. He capped 
it off by leading the Raiders to an over- 
time touchdown and a 44-41 win over 
Minnesota, earning MVP honors in the 
process. 

The comeback over the Gophers, as 
well as the 4,555 passing yards 
throughout the year, is a source of 
pride for the junior. Not because 
Harrell is particularly enamored by 
numbers, but because he enjoys dis- 
pelling myths. 

Growing up in Texas, Harrell used to 
hear how the Lone Star State couldn't 
produce big-time passing quarterbacks. 
He is now part of the proof that Texans 
can wing it with the best of them. 

“I heard about that growing up,” 
said Harrell, who became Texas’ all- 
time leading prep passer by throwing 
for 12,532 yards at Ennis High School. 

“I always had to laugh when I heard 
that, because most of the colleges in 
the state just weren't really focused on 
throwing the football. That's why there 
weren't a lot of Texans playing quar- 
terback in the pros, which is where 
that whole thing started. 

“But look around the Big 12 now; you 
have a lot of Texas guys putting up big 
numbers throwing the ball. Look at 
Chase Daniel at Missouri, Colt McCoy at 
Texas, etc. There are plenty of Texas 
high school products who can throw it.” 

Harrell struggled midway through 
his sophomore season, tossing a total 
of six interceptions in back-to-back 
losses to Missouri and Colorado. Harrell 
came back to deliver 19 touchdowns 
and just four interceptions in his final 
six games.

Offense Has a New Way of Flying Under Calhoun 


OFFENSE 

The triple option and Fisher DeBerry 
were synonymous with Air Force football 
for nearly a quarter of a century. The 
Falcons finished out of the national 
Top 10 in rushing once during the span. 

But with fading fortunes in recent sea- 
sons, DeBerry retired and in came Troy 
Calhoun, who returned to his alma 
mater. Ten of 12 members of his staff had 
prior stops at AFA as either a player or 
assistant coach ... but this won't be the 
same old Air Force team. 

Calhoun came at a good time, inherit- 
ing the most experienced quarterback in 
the Mountain West. Senior Shaun 
Carney, who earned his first starting role 
asa freshman, is eager to expand his hori- 
zons in his final season. 

With 5,824 total career offensive yards, 
Carney trails only AFA quarterback icons 
Dee Dowis and Beau Morgan on the 
Academy's all-time list. He needs a litle 
over 800 yards to move into first place. 

Calhoun has thrown every alignment 
at the Falcons. In the spring game, AFA 
variously lined up in shotgun, [-forma- 
tion, spread looks and some one-back. 

“He's picked it up rather smoothly,” 
Calhoun said of Carney. “We'll still run 
the football, but we'll complement it with 
a little more efficient ways to throw.” 

Gone are the halfback positions. 
A tailback is now listed along with two 
wide receivers. 

Chad Hall, the fourth-leading rusher 
in the MWC last season, moves to a slot 
position to take advantage of his receiving 
skills. The player who helped himself the 
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most in the spring was senior Jim Ollis, 
a part-time backup QB who looked good 
at the new tailback position. 

Sophomore wide receiver Sean 
Quintana emerged in the spring, and there 
are three tight ends who will draw looks. 
Last year’s tight end leader, senior Travis 


Dekker, had just four catches for 40 yards. 


DEFENSE 

There will be no seismic changes in 
defensive philosophy. A good place to 
start is with senior linebacker Drew 
Fowler, who led the MWC in tackles 
with a 10.2 average. He missed spring 
with a broken bone in his hand. 

The old “Falcon back” — or fifth 
defensive back — reverts to an outside 
linebacker spot.

It's BYU's tum in 2007, and the 
Cougars no longer have star quarterback 
John Beck to return the arrows. 

“In anticipation back in January, 
we went into the offseason introducing 
the theme of raising the bar,” said 
Cougars third-year coach Bronco 
Mendenhall, who has restored the pro- 
gram to the level enjoyed under stadium 
namesake LaVell Edwards. 

“We know it's going to take more in 
terms of effort, dedication, execution 
and position mastery. We anticipate 
being the target and we've taken the 


Tight measures, I believe.” 

Count on the Cougars being in the 
MWC race ... just don’t forget about 2005 
champ TCU with its intimidating 
defense, or Utah with a healthy Brian 
Johnson, who handled mop-up for the 
Utes’ unbeaten 2004 outfit. 

“Everyone is trying to catch TCU and 
BYU, with Utah and Wyoming hot on their 
heels,” said Wyoming coach Joe Glenn. 

Air Force's Troy Calhoun, the lone MWC 
coaching newcomer, studied enough film 
in his prior NFL life to know “TCU and 
BYU are the standouts.” 

After that, much depends on the 
MWC’s All-ACL team — Utah's Johnson 
and Colorado State's Kyle Bell. 

Johnson was No. 4 nationally in total 
offense at 337 yards a game in 2005 when 
he tore his ACL late in the season. Ute 
coach Kyle Whittingham reported him 
looking better than ever with 18 months 
to rehab from surgery. Colorado State was 
so fragile without Bell that the Rams 


plunged to seven straight losses and any 
number of marks for offensive futility. 

BYU, TCU and Utah have the resources, 
coaching and recent tradition. But every 
one knows San Diego State and UNLV 
can't stay down permanently, and New 
Mexico is always dangerous and has one 
of the league's brightest young quarter- 
back prospects in Donovan Porterie. 

Air Force represents the unknown 
under Calhoun and Colorado State could 
be one franchise running back away 
from its glory days. 

Just be sure to catch the league early 
in its non-conference games. In the first 
few weeks, league teams tackles Virginia, 
Arizona (twice), UCLA (twice), Colorado, 
Texas, Cal and Boise State, among others. 

Results of those games will lift at least 
one team into the Top 25 and, perhaps, 
set a course for the league champi- 
onship. Then that team can happily 
wear the target next year.

No Time for Complacency; BYU Wants to ‘Raise the Bar’ 


O" time is not nearly enough. 

BYU's third-year coach Bronco 
Mendenhall won't let the Cougars rest on 
their Mountain West Conference cham- 
pionship laurels the way his predecessor 
Gary Crowton did after 2001. 

This is BYU, where annual success is 
demanded internally and externally, and 
no one in Provo wants to hear excuses 
about losing five first-team All- MWC 
players to graduation, Not even when one 
of them is starting quarterback John 
Beck, a second-round NFL Draft pick. 

“The issue is reloading, not rebuilding, 
We have very good young players waiting 
in the wings,” said Mendenhall. 

Irs why Mendenhall welcomed the 
team back in January with the theme of 
“raising the bar.” The Cougars take 
a 10-game winning streak into. the 
2007 season following a No. 15 finish in 
the polls. 

“There have been many that have 
claimed that BYU football is back, and our 
program has returned,” Mendenhall said. 

“We're just beginning. Our current 
program, in relation to what it once was, 
will be viewed as being similar once con- 
sistency is established.” 


OFFENSE 


For a return to BYU's glory days, there 
has to be a quarterback battle. That’ 
what there was in the spring as the 
Cougats tried to replace Mountain West 
Offensive Player of the Year John Beck. 
Mendenhall, wanting to make a deci- 
sion in the spring, had hinted in favor of 


Arizona State transfer Max Hall. It was 
a much easier decision when junior col- 
lege transfer Cade Cooper suffered 
a severe foot ligament injury in the spring 
game. Cooper will redshirt in 2007. 

Mendenhall had called Hall the “more 
emotional ... more explosive” of the two 
quarterbacks, but the biggest question 
mark hovering over Hall is the fact he 
hasn't taken a live snap in three years — 
between Arizona State, a brief church mis- 
sion and a redshire transfer year at BYU. 

The surprise of the spring game was 
third-teamer Brenden Gaskins, a walk-on 
transfer from Glendale Community 
College (Ariz.) who originally signed 
with Nevada. 

He entered the scrimmage with very 
little work, but completed 19 of 22 pass- 
es for 174 yards and a touchdown. 

‘Two-time all-conference running back 
Curtis Brown is gone with his 77.7-yard 
per game average. He was also Beck's 
favorite target with 4.6 catches per game. 
Fui Vakapuna moves into Brown's role, 
and Mendenhall expects him to do many 
of the same things. 

After Brown, the top two receivers 
were senior tight end Jonny Harline and 
freshman wide receiver McKay Jacobson. 
The former will try to play on Sundays 
this fall. The latter is on a church mission. 

Returning from a mission, however, 
is receiver Austin Collie, the 2004 MWC

xcept for two conference hiccups — 
ES Mountain West Conference 
champion BYU and Utah in consecutive 
weeks — TCU was unstoppable in 2006. 

The Frogs’ average margin of victory 
was nearly 17 points, and they scored 
30 points or more six times, including in 
each of their final four contests. 

The Horned Frogs lost star quarter- 
back Jeff Ballard and he must be replaced 
along with two offensive linemen. But 
there is no shortage of candidates. 

Defensively, the Frogs again should be 
one of the toughest units in the nation 
with nine starters returning. Star ends 
Tommy Blake and Chase Ortiz head up 
the list of returnees. 

Head coach Gary Patterson upgraded 
TCU’s non-league slate with an early trip 
to Texas and, to a much-lesser extent, 
a midseason venture to Stanford. 

The Frogs will be trying to reach 
11 wins for the fourth time in five sea- 
sons; that might be the least of their 
goals. TCU looks like it will knock on the 
BCS door again this year. With Patterson 
on board and a recent upgrade in facili- 
ties, the Frogs will get there someday. 


OFFENSE 


The Jeff Ballard era at quarterback is 


over and last year's backup, Marcus 


Jackson, isn't ready to step into his shoes 
just yet. 

Jackson presumably was going to move 
up the depth chart and win the job in the 
spring, giving at least a little bit of conti- 


nuity to the position. Last year, Jackson 


rallied the Horned Frogs to 2 17-7 
season-opening win over Baylor after 
Ballard was injured, 

He went 11 of 14 with 148 yards and 
two scores in that game, earning MWC 
Player of the Week honors. 

But he couldn't separate from redshirt 
freshman Andy Dalton in the spring, and 
Patterson is keeping the competition 
open for fall camp. 

When the season starts, the Horned 
Frogs can lean on Aaron Brown, who 
rushed for 801 yards last season and 
caught 34 passes for 455 yards. Not many 
outside of Fort Worth or the Mountain 
West Conference might know him, but 
he's one of the most versatile and talented 
runners in the nation. 

Three starters return on the line, 
including second-team all-conference 
guard Matty Lindner.

Johnson Returns as Utes Plan for Another MWC Run 


ile most coaches, including 

Utah's Kyle Whittingham, point 

to the last two Mountain West Champs 

— BYU and TCU — as the teams to 
beat, no one can ever rule out Utah. 

The Utes still have a few carryovers 
from the 2004 team that went unbeaten 
and routed Pittsburgh in the Fiesta Bowl, 
although most of those players were 
simply observers, 

One of those was quarterback Brian 
Johnson, who backed up Heisman final- 
ist Alex Smith before setting his own path 
to stardom in 2005. But then he suffered 
a torn ACL late in the season, and that 
affected what Utah did in 2006. 

Whittingham promised to have a good 
quarterback a year ago. He just didn’t 
know which one of three would line up 
behind center. But when Johnson took an 
extra year to rehab the knee, the Utes 
struggled on offense. 

If not for the league's best defensive 
player, Eric Weddle, often dropping in to 
help the red-zone offense, the Utes would 
have been hard pressed to get to — and 
win — a fourth straight bowl game. 

The Utes are back, offensively at least, 
thanks to Johnson's return to good health. 
Which means you can’t rule out Utah. 

With a schedule featuring Oregon 
State and UCLA wrapping around an 
inordinately early Sept. 8 Mountain West 
opener with Air Force, Utah has an 
opportunity to make some early noise on 
the national scene. 

Still, there are some holes to fill on 
both sides of the ball, and no one expects 


Utah to come up with another guy like 
Weddle any time soon. 


OFFENSE 


The offense struggled without Brian 
Johnson last year, as he took a redshirt 
season to continue rehab for a torn ACL, 
suffered late in the 2005 season. That's 
when he was an 18-year-old true sopho- 
more, averaging 337 yards of total 
offense, ranked fourth in the country. 

Although his receivers were mostly 
Derrek 
Richards and Brian Hernandez are now 


new back then, Brent Casteel, 


accomplished veterans. 

If there was some rust on Johnson to 
start spring ball, there was none at the end. 

“He's back to 100 percent,” coach Kyle 
Whittingham said. “He has no limits.” 

As for the mobility needed to run the 
spread offense, Whittingham calls him 
“faster than ever.” 

Last year’s back-up, Oklahoma transfer 
Tommy Grady, returns as a senior and 
finally looked comfortable in the offense 
this spring after struggling in his few 
appearances last season. He’s a big gunner 
at 6-7, 235. 

The coaches don’t want Johnson to 
carry the entire offense, so the Utes need 
more from the running game, 
Historically, Utah has been most effective 
with a running back tandem, but last year 
the Utes couldn't find one consistent 
back, let alone two. 

USC transfer Darryl Poston is working 
on a rare seventh year of eligibility 
because of an injury-marred career. 
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The injury streak continued with a bro- 
ken foot in the spring, Mike Liti (knee) 
gave up football in late April. 

Utah's hopes rest with junior college 
transfer Matt Asiata, a 6-0, 235-pound 
junior college All-American who averaged 
6.3 yards a carry. He'll compete in fall 
camp with Poston, Darrell Mack and Ray 
Stowers. 

Four starters return to the line, which 
seems to dominate on an annual basis.

OFFENSE 


Another year, another offense for New 
Mexico. 

Rocky Long, whose nine years at New 
Mexico mark the second-longest tenure in 
the conference, has his third offensive coor- 
dinator in as many years. Dave Baldwin, 
a former head coach at San Jose State and 
Cal State-Northridge, comes to the Lobos 
after four years at Michigan State. 

Baldwin will install a multiple attack, 
replacing Bob Toledo’s West Coast 
offense, which replaced the “just give the 
ball to record-setting running back 
DonTrell Moore” offense. 

Baldwin has plenty to work with at the 
skill positions. 

Sophomore Donovan Porterie owns the 
quarterback job after he was forced into the 
starting role midway through his redshirt 
freshman year. Porterie was the third starter 
last season, which threatened to go down in 
flames when senior Kole McKamey was 
lost to injury early in the year. 

“Last year’s problems at quarterback 
were a blessing for this year,” said Long. 

All Porterie did was produce game- 
winning drives in the final five minutes 
against Utah and Colorado State. In just 
eight games (five as a starter), he threw 
for nearly 1,000 yards. 

An even bigger surprise than Porterie was 
MWC rushing leader Rodney Ferguson, 
who picked up where Moore left off 
Ferguson dismissed any thoughts of a com- 
mittee approach and ran for 1,234 yards. 

New Mexico has two of the best 
receivers in the league in Marcus Smith 


and Travis Brown, both all-conference

PICKING THE C-USA 


Shifting Power Leaves West in Command 


then the revamped Conference USA 

welcomed six new teams in 2005, it 
was easy to assume the East would hold 
an edge for the near future. 

After all, there was perennial power 
Southern Miss, two returning bowl 
teams in Memphis and UAB, and a pro- 
gram with a winning tradition in 
Marshall. Even East Carolina had gone to 
bowls from 1999 to 2001. 

The four new teams in the West — 
Tulsa, UTEP, SMU and Rice — hadn't 
exactly dominated the WAC. Retuming 
C-USA members Houston and Tulane 
were coming off losing seasons. 

The divisions have experienced 
a power shift in just two seasons. 

Tulsa won the C-USA title in 2005, and 
Houston won it last year. Of the confer- 


ence’s 11 bowl trips over the past two 
seasons, six have gone to four West 
teams ... and SMU was one win away 
from a bowl last year. 

“Everything goes in cycles, but you 
had (quarterback) Darrell Hackney leave 
UAB and (tailback) DeAngelo Williams 
leave Memphis in the same year (2004),” 
SMU coach Phil Bennett said. “That may 
have a lot to do with it, but I still think 
there's a lot of parity.” 

In fact, 48 conference games were 
decided by 10 points or less last year. 
Rice won five C-USA games by a total of 
15 points on its way to its first bowl 
since 1961. 

“In Division I-A in general, you can 
take out the top 10-12 teams, and from 
13 to 100, I'm not sure there's 10 points 


difference in any of them,” Houston 
coach Art Briles said. “A lot of it is about 
who gets hot at the right time.” 

Could it be the way the West plays? 
Houston, Tulsa, SMU, Rice and UTEP all 
like to spread the field as often as possible. 
C-USA’s Western winning trend appears 
as if it will continue this season. 

Southem Miss looks like the only 
established title contender in the East, 
while the West boasts Houston, Tulsa 
and up-and-coming SMU. 

“Tve got to go with us,” Briles said. 

“After that, there are five or six 
schools that are all capable of making a 
run and winning their divisions. A lot of 
it will have to do with who plays who at 
the right time and who gets the breaks.”

‘Three-fourths of the linebacking corps 
returns, Trent Allen is the team’s top 
returning tackler with 95, while Cory 
Lubojasky’s 90 tackles ranked second. 
Stephen James, a transfer from Oklahoma 
State, was impressive during spring and 
likely secured a starting spot at outside 
linebacker. 

A key member of the secondary could 
be strong safety Rocky Schwartz, who 
missed most of last season due to injury 
but was the team’s leading tackler in 
2005. Still limited this spring, he should

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| Paso is still in love with Mike Price, 
who rejuvenated the program when he 
arrived in 2004, but the honeymoon is over. 

The immediate expectations Price cre- 
ated in his first two seasons — each 
culminating with bow! game appearances 
— created a fan base that likely will begin 
to jump ship if the Miners have a repeat 
of last year’s 5-7 season. 

And when Price says last year’s team — 
headed by the school’s all-time leading 
passer Jordan Palmer and all-time leading 
receiver Johnnie Lee Higgins Jr. — was 
better in spring than this year’s team was, 
things might not appear to be headed in 
the right direction, 

“Last spring, I thought we were 
a pretty good team,” Price said. 

“But as the season went along, 
we never got better. In fact, we might 
have regressed as the season went along. 
But this year, just in the spring, you can 
tell this is a team improving every day. 
We won't just stand still.” 

Asked if a Conference USA title and 
a return to a bowl game are realistic, 
despite the loss of Palmer, Higgins and 
25 other seniors, Price was to the point. 
“Absolutely,” he said. 


The departure of last year’s senior stars 
might be a blessing in disguise. The 
Palmer-Higgins one-two punch led 
a passing attack that led Conference USA 
and was fifth in the nation with 
312.8 yards a game. 

Bur 84 percent of the offense coming 
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through the air made it far too easy for 
the Miners to abandon the run game. 
The result was 57.6 rushing yards per 
game, which was last in Conference USA 
and 116th in the country. 

Price vows to return to the balance 
with which he has found success through- 
out the years. Five returning starters on 
the line (despite three missing spring 
drills after various surgeries) and running 
backs Marcus Thomas (755 all-purpose 
yards) and Terrell Jackson (Oregon trans- 
fer) will allow that to happen. 

The improvement in the run game will 
need to be drastic after a season in which 
nine players combined for just 691 yards 
on the ground. 

“If you look at it, when we have 
a 1,000 yard rusher, we have a winning 
season every time,” Price said. “It’s that 
simple.” 

Five quarterbacks — none who have 
ever started a Division I-A game — 
battled in the spring. Freshman Trevor 
Vittatoe looks like he won the job, beat- 
ing out Lorne Sam, whose value at wide 
receiver — he split time between the 
positions in 2006 — may hurt his shot at 
being the quarterback. 

Along with Sam, the receiving corps 
will try to replace Higgins by committee. 

Senior Joe West is the leading return- 
ing receiver (496 yards), but sophomore 
Jeff Moturi could be the home-run threat 
that replaces Higgins’ ability to stretch 
the field. Florida State transfer Fred 
Rouse will factor in the mix, as will two 
experienced tight ends — Jake Sears and
